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HE story of the birth of Christ as recorded in the 

gospel of Saint John is quite different from that 
told in the gospels of Saint Matthew and Saint Luke. 
Here within the compass of 25 words we are not only 
told who Christ was and why He was born in the flesh, 
but we are also given the good news proclaimed in 
the four gospels and heralded in the other books of 
the New Testament. 

Saint John wrote: “For God so loved the world, 
that He gave His only begotten son, that whosoever 
believeth in Him shall not perish, but have everlasting 
life.” 

It is perfectly natural for God to love man. He 
loved us before we loved Him. Saint Augustine wrote 
that God loves all of us “as though there were only 
one of us to love.” 

God is the creator of all things. And as man’s 
heavenly father “God created man in His own image” 
after His own “likeness.” He does not want anyone 
to fear Him as if He were an irrational God, but to 
fear Him out of reverence and respect just as any 
normal earthly father wants his children to respect 
him. 

He wants us to love Him with all our hearts, with 
all our souls, with all our might, and with no other 
gods before Him. He does not want us to perish un- 
less we ourselves insist. He is the God of love who 
shows His “mercy unto” these “that love and keep” 
His commandments, 

God so loves us that He gives even the most sinful 
persons an opportunity to avoid being hurled into 
eternal outer darkness. 

In fulfillment of His promise, and as His gift to 
man, God translated His only begotten Son into flesh 
and permitted His crucifixion to redeem us. 

It is the will of God that all of us should have a 
chance for a new birth “not of blood, nor of the will 
of the flesh, nor the will of man, but of God” to be- 
come “sons of God” to partake of the divine nature 
as Adam enjoyed before his downfall. 

All that God asks in return for this magnificent gift 
of everlasting life, which is within the reach of all, 
is that we believe in Christ, and that our “righteous- 
ness shall exceed the rightness of the scribes and 
Pharisees.” 

This priceless gift is available to all—to the old 
and young, to the poor and rich, to the ignorant and 
learned, to the low and high.

In adoration of the Saviour of the world the angels 
sang: “Glory to God in the highest, and on earth 
peace, good will toward men.” 

Simeon and Prophetess Anna were exceedingly glad 
when they s#w the Christ-child. 

Nearly two years after the birth of Christ, wise 
men came from Persia to Bethlehem to pay homage 
to the King of Kings. 
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God did not wait for man to ask Him for His heav- 
enly sent gift or for an opportunity to escape eternal 
death.

But Christmas remains and if we 
will but let it in, it can bring into our hearts 
fragrance and joy. 


Christmas is a day not to be celebrated, but 
to be kept. It is not dependent upon money, 
but upon love. It is a day not for one, but for 
all. It is the day of proof that love is the 
strongest thing in the world — stronger than 
hate, stronger than evil, and stronger than 
death. 


None of us is too poor or too lonely to keep 
Christmas. We can share that which we have 
with those who have less. There is no price 
tag on well-wishing or on friendly speaking or 
kindly doing. The gates of our hearts can 
swing wide at a touch. We can each of us 
bring cheer to some lonely child or a word of 
friendship to the lonely and forgotten of men. 


For no one can keep Christmas alone. As 
Henry Van Dyke wrote in his great Christmas 
prayer:

While I pray in His name. 

Amen. 
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MYSTERIOUS and all but incomprehensible ail- 

ment has attacked millions of Americans. You can 
observe evidence of it in the farm lands of Illinois and 
Iowa, in New York’s greatest businesses, and even in 
the famed halls of our magnificent Capitol. Becom- 
ing more acute at an alarming rate, every day it brings 
us nearer the brink of the great chasm which sepa- 
rates the totalitarian and free worlds. 

You can easily recognize persons suffering from this 
national malady. “All is well,” they will tell you. 
“Relax, Didn’t you see Khrushchey has no horns?” 

This dread disease — National Complacency — is far 
advanced among us. For instance: Consider our atti- 
tude toward Communist travel to foreign countries. 

We have long recognized that travel of Communist 
Party members, their agents, and representatives, from 
country to country facilitates communication and is a 
prerequisite for the carrying on of activities to further 
the purposes of the Communist movement. 

Therefore, as a protective measure, in 1950 the 
Congress passed the Internal Security Act. Designed 
to implement a very genuine anti-Communist program, 
it minced no words but attacked the problem of Com- 
munism in a direct and forceful manner. 

Using this Act as a guide, the State Department set 
up criteria for restricting passports. Publication of 
these regulations set off a fierce attack by the Commu- 
nists and their fellow-travelers. They declared that, 
according to these criteria, the Secretary of State 
might arbitrarily restrict a citizen’s right to travel. 

Legal battle after legal battle ensued. And finally, 
in 1958, the Supreme Court, in the Kent Briehl and 
Dayton cases, by a 5 to 4 decision, overturned the 
State Department’s regulations which denied pass- 
ports to Communists and to those of allegedly doubt- 
ful loyalty. 

The Supreme Court arrived at this decision because 
the legislation passed by Congress had not specifically 
given the Secretary of State the right to deny pass- 
ports on these grounds, 

At this juncture John Foster Dulles, then Secretary 
of State, attempted to obtain such legislation, “I 
think,” he told the Congress, “there can be no doubt 
in anyone’s mind that we today are engaged for sur- 
vival in a bitter struggle against the International 
Communist movement ... (which) seeks everywhere 
to thwart United States foreign policy. 

“Tt seeks on every front to influence foreign gov- 
ernments and peoples against the United States and 
eventually, by every means — including violence — to 
encircle the United States and subordinate us to its 
will. 

“The issuance of United States passports to sup- 
perters of that Movement facilitates their travel to 
and in foreign countries. It clothes them, when 
abroad, in all the dignity and protection that our gov- 
ernment affords. Surely our government should be in 
a position to deny passports to such persons.” 

Despite Dulles’ argument and that of other influen-

tial top officials of this government, the 1958 decision 
still stands. 

In simple language it means that the State Depart- 
ment must, upon request, issue passports even to no- 
torious Communists who wish to go abroad that they 
may engage knowingly and willfully in activities which 
will advance the Communist Party movement. 

This is no secret. The facts have been publicized by 
press, radio, and TV. We know the truth. We are 
aware of this decision’s value to the Reds, of its detri- 
mental effect upon us, Yet, what are we doing about 
this situation? Most of us are doing nothing. We

are acute victims of National Complacency. 
such, we ourselves are helping the Reds! 

Worse, we are entirely too easily convinced that 
there is no real danger from Communists, “One thing 
is sure,” a public speaker recently remarked, “we have 
disposed of certain Communist schools.” His voice 
was smug. “For instance,” he continued, “the Jeffer- 
son School of Social Sciences has been out of existence 
for years.” 

That statement is true, but it leaves an entirely 
wrong connotation. Here is the sequel, the most es- 
sential part of the story. 

Under the Internal Security Act the Subversive Ac- 
tivities Control Board found the Jefferson School of 
Social Sciences to be a Communist front organization. 
Shortly thereafter it disbanded. 

However, almost overnight there appeared another 
school — the Faculty of Social Sciences. After an ex- 
tensive investigation of this institution, the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities has published 
this conclusion: 

“The evidence is clear that the Faculty of Social 
Sciences is, for all intents and purposes, a successor 


And, as 
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to the Jefferson School for Social Sciences. Like the 
Jefferson School for Social Sciences, it is an adjunct 
of the Communist Party for the purpose of indoc- 
trinating Communists and Communist sympathizers 
in the theory and practice of Communism and in pro- 
moting Communist objectives.” 

Therefore, to feel that because the Jefferson School 
of Social Sciences is defunct, we have dealt Commu- 
nism a telling blow is to display extreme naivete. 
The evidence justifies exactly the opposite conclusion. 

In truth, the Communists’ training system in the 
United States today, instead of being less intense than 
previously, is probably more vicious than at any other 
time in our history, For example, consider the sworn 
testimony of Hyman Lumer, 


Under subpoena by the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities, he recently revealed a series of 
most alarming facts regarding the training of revolu- 
tionaries in this country. Staff Director Richard 
Arens, in questioning Lumer, siated: 

“It is the information of this committee that on 
June 16, 1959, you, Hyman Lumer, Educational Direc- 
tor of the Communist Party, held a training course in 
New York where nine people were present. You were 
instructing them in the strategies and tactics and un- 
derground activities of this conspiratorial organiza- 
tion known as the Communist Party. 

“If that is not true, kindly deny it under oath.” 

“T decline,’ Mr. Lumer said, “to answer on the same 
grounds.” (First and Fifth Amendments.) 

“Tt is the further information of this committee,” 
Arens pressed, “and I put it to you as a fact, that on 
June 20 to June 28, you held a training course in De- 
troit with eight people present, all hard-core disci- 
plined revolutionaries. 

“If this is not true, please deny it while you are 
under oath.” 

“I decline,’ Mr. Lumer stated, squirming in his 
chair, “to answer on the same grounds.” 

Damning as this admission was, the worst was yet 
to come. “It is further the information of this com- 
mittee,” Arens declared, “that on June 29 to July 4 
you held a training course in Los Angeles for hard- 
core revolutionaries and that you, pursuant to direc- 
tions which you have received from James Jackson 
who received them from Moscow, were in Los Angeles 
training the revolutionaries in revolutionary tech- 
niques.” 

Arens paused, looked Lumer straight in the eye. 
“If that is not true, please deny it while you are un- 
der oath.” 

Perspiration broke out on Lumer’s forehead as he 
mouthed his parrotiike reply, “I decline to answer on 
the same grounds.” 

Now Arens, approaching the climax of the interview, 
asked Lumer to locate the Yablon Center in Los An- 
geles and again Mr, Lumer declined. 

“T put it to you as a fact, sir,’ Arens said, “that 
the underground training you were giving to the com- 
rades to overthrow this Government by force and 
violence, destroy this Constitution, this whole society 
of ours, in this conspiracy known as the Communist 
Party, was held at Yablon Center, 7213 Beverly Boule- 
vard.” 

It was a dramatic moment. Mr. Lumer mopped his 
forehead with his handkerchief. He did not look up. 

“If that is not true,” Arens hammered away, “please 
deny it while under oath.” 

To this momentous charge witness Lumer replied 
with the canned words so all-important to the con- 
spirators, “I decline to answer on the same grounds.” 
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In view of these and numerous other facts, can 
anyone doubt that it is unquestionably true that the 
Communist Party in America is expanding itself to- 
day far more than at any other time in our history 
to train revolutionaries —to train them to destroy 
completely and utterly the way of life which we 
cherish ? 

These facts are not secret. The House Committee 
on Un-American Activities has now published them in 
a full length report which has been distributed to gov- 
ernment officials, libraries, writers, teachers, newspa- 
pers and maj'azines., 

With what results? Very little, 
placency has us tightly within its grip. “All is well,” 
we tell ourselves. “Relax. Khrushchev has no horns.” 
We could not be more wrong! 

The most important single factor in Communism, 
however, is neither the passport situation nor the 
training of revolutionaries, but the leader — the man

who gives the orders and sees that they are carried 
out. He is the true basis for our hopes or fears. To- 
day that man is Nikita 8. Khrushchev. Just what 
manner of man is he? 

In fairness, let us begin at the beginning in re- 
counting his amazing story. Born of peasants 65 years 
ago, he had virtually no schooling as a child. In 1918 
he joined the Communist Party and took part in the 
civil war. 

After the war he completed the equivalent of an 
elementary education, became the Party secretary in 
the school he attended, and soon managed to gain fa- 
vor with Lazar Kaganovich, Moscow’s proconsul to 
the Ukraine. 

Now he advanced rapidly. “Stalin himself,’ says 
Eugene Lyons, famous student of Communism and 
Communists, “was watching Khrushchev with inter- 
est and approval.” 

Then came the infamous blood purges. Khrushchev 
was there. “We should never forget,” says Lyons, 
“that Khrushchev of necessity was neck-deep in the 
blood letting. He was responsible for the political 
‘purity’ of 400,000 Communists and in direct charge 
of their purging. His was the task of liquidating the 
unworthy, which means that he sent thousands to 
their death, scores of thousands to hideous slave-labor 
camps.”

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OUR HERITAGE OF CHRISTMAS LEGENDS

E.litor’s No.®: 

The ultra-realists, who are as ready to destroy our heri- 
tage of Belief, as they are to destroy the inheritances stored 
up by the thrifty, call our Christmas legen(s “superstitions 
based upon pagan fotklore.” 

They, apparently, are ignorant of the fact that Christian- 
ity was, and is not a destructive religion like their Statism, 
but is all-embracing — big enough to include and take over 
folk customs and to channel them into occasions to evidence 
faith. 


After all, these customs were but their way of expressing 
their faith in a divine being. And, in the words of St. Paul: 


“Whom therefore ye ignorantly worship, Him declare I 
unto you.” 


VERY stamp, coin and old china has some history 
or tradition behind it. And it is so with Christ- 
mas legends. The roots of Christmas customs go deep 
into the folklore of the Scandinavians, the Europeans, 
the Romans, even into prehistoric Druid times, They 
often come down so far their origin is lost in an- 
tiquity. 

Take the word “Yule” itself. This word originated 
with the ancient Northern peoples who thought of 
the sun as a wheel revolving around the earth and 
which reached its solstice in the winter. This cycle 
of the sun was known to them as the “Hweol.” 

Peering further into the ancient history of the 
Druids we find that the priests among this ancient 
people were among the first to celebrate the Yule 
period by burning a log which they blessed with much 
ceremony. [Every year a branch was saved to rekindle 
the new fire. 

Among other Europeans, the Romans were the first 
to celebrate the season in a pagan ceremony consisting 
of a procession and the lighting of candles, Later the 
Christians merged this ceremony into the festivity 
commemorating the birth of Christ. And, as it hap- 
pens, this was later merged in other parts of Europe 
with the winter solstice festivities. 

The traditions of Christmas are many. Some can be 
traced, but most are lost in the dim recesses of his- 
tory. The story of St. Nicholas, patron saint of chil- 
dren, is one rooted in fact. St. Nicholas was Bishop 
of Myra, an ancient city of Asia Minor, in the fourth 
century. He was a tall, upright man, usually pictured 
in his bishop’s robes. By legend, St. Nicholas was the 
“children’s friend,” and it was with him that the prac- 
tice of gift-bearing to children on Christmas originated. 

His selfless magnanimity to children and the op- 
pressed made him the most beloved of all Christian 
figures. Children followed along behind him as he 
traveled the countryside bringing fruit and aid to the 
poor and sick. To give without thought of return was 
his pansophic message to the world, and for thirty 
days out of every year, the spirit prevails to this day. 

According to Jeanette Lee, foremost authority on 
the subject, the legend of St. Nicholas was brought to 
this country by the Dutch and gradually became 
merged with the myriads of Christian customs of 
many other nationalities who immigrated here. 

When Clement Moore wrote his classic, “The Night 
Before Christmas” in 1822, he described Santa Claus

almost exactiy as we think of him today. Taking a 
cue from Washington Irving’s literary conception of 
1809, Moore portrayed Santa as roly-poly, broad-faced 
with merry dimples, twinkling eyes and cheeks like 
roses, St, Nick, wrote Moore, when not a mouse did 
stir, was chubby, plump, merry, lively and quick, “a 
right jolly old elf.” 

Moore’s conception of a jolly instead of austere St. 
Nick spread with delight throughout the Christian 
world and became a symbol of Christmas, 

Moore’s poem was originally titled “A Visit from 
St. Nicholas” and the name “Santa Claus” apparently 
evolved from the efforts of children to pronounce in

English the Dutch name “Sant Nicholaas.” Since 
then, the name Santa Claus has been universally 
adopted, although he has also been variously known 
as Jolly Old St. Nicholas, Father Christmas, Mr. Whis- 
kers, Old Man Christmas and scores of foreign varie- 
ties of the English name. 

Do homes all over the world have Christmas trees? 
No. It is the Christmas crib which is more widely 
known as a symbol. It is the creche in France, the 
Nacimiento in Spain, and the Krippe in Germany. In 
many European countries the crib is carried through 
the streets by groups of singing children and is a fea- 
ture in many homes during the Christmas holidays just 
as the tree is in the Northern European countries and 
here. 
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Poring among the works of ancient historians, we 
find that the first mention of gifts at this season was 
the result of the custom instituted by Roman emperors 
who “invited” their subjects to make gifts to the mon 
arch at this season, It was less a religious celebra- 
tion and more a means of obtaining these emoluments 
for themselves. But it is a custom we have taken over 
in a completely different spirit today. 

It is interesting that Santa Claus is not widely 
known around the world as a gift bringer. Mostly it 
is the Wise Men who arrive bearing gifts, especially in 
Eastern and Southern Europe, In Hungary the gifts 
come from the Angels, in Poland from the Stars, in 
Greece, St. Basil is the gift-bestowing patron saint, 
while in Denmark it is an elf — Jule-nissen. 

Among the ancient legends of Christmas is the 
legend of the Christmas candle. It tells of a shoe 
maker who lived in a cottage on the edge of a village. 
Although a poor man, he placed his candle in the 
window each night to guide travelers. This inspired 
the villagers and at the Christmas season nearly every 
villager placed a candle in his window. The custom 
grew and became universal. This beautiful story has 
been enshrined in many modern Christmas scenes, 

In the church, the candle symbolizes Christianity. 
It burns every day throughout the year before the 
altars, shining particularly bright at the Christmas 
It is an old Irish custom to place a candle in 
the window on Christmas Eve to “light the Christ- 
child on His way.” In Armenia and Czechoslovakia, 
before the Communists came, the people used myriads 
of candles in colorful Christmas celebrations, in the 
latter country, setting candles upright in nutshells, 
floating them in pans of water. In Labrador, each 
child receives a little lighted candle set upright in a 
turnip, which is later eaten. In Norway, families ar 
rive at church on Christmas Eve in sleds, each carry- 
ing lighted torches resembling candles, sticking them 
outside in the snow while attending services. 

Another undying tale is the legend of the Christmas 
Rose, A little shepherdess watching from afar wept 
because she had no gifts to offer the Christ Child. As 
her tears fell to the ground, flowers sprang up. These 
the child gathered and hastened to bring to the infant 
Jesus to add to the gifts brought by the Wise Men of 
gold, frankincense and myrrh. 

Europe, and for that matter, all the world, is filled 
with reminders of ancient Christmas customs. The 
“Wassail” bowl, today the Christmas punch bowl, is 
derived from the ancient Saxons. In those days, “Was- 
sail” was a greeting which meant “What hails?” or 
“How fare you?” 

Irom our new state of Alaska comes the tradition, 
“Going Around with the Star.” Star-shaped wooden 
frames covered with bright tissue paper are carried 
by children who go from door to door for three nights 
prior to Christmas, singing carols. 

Ghristmas carols, for the most part, are known in 
all parts of the world. Their origin in most cases is 
lost, but they are thought to be the spontaneous out- 
burst of joyousness of ancient peoples at the Christ- 
mas Season. 

There is an interesting German legend which ex- 
plains the origin of the pine cone, widely used at 
Christmas time. This tells of a poor woman climbing 
a mountain to pick up pine cones for fuel. She was 
approached by an elf who told her to “take only the 
cones under this tree.” The woman picked up the 
cones indicated and when she arrived home she found 
that they had all turned a pure silver. Thus, the sil- 
ver pine cone which we know today. 


Season, 
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A feature of the Mexican Christmas celebration is 
the unique Pinata, or fragile earthenware painted 
with a doll’s face, a bullfighter or some other figure. 
Children are blindfolded and given sticks. When the 


jar is shattered a shower of gifts, fruits, and sweets 


tumbles out. 

The Bohemians have a tradition that if a girl cuts 
a hole in the ice at midnight on Christmas Eve she 
will see her future husband. Thus, as midnight ap- 
proaches on the Holy Day, you will see girls with 
little hatchets wandering out to nearby lakes and 
frozen brooks to chop holes in the face of their lover- 
to-be. 

Japanese Christmas scenes usually bear a symbol 
of the stork, which is a way of saying “I hope you live 


one thousand years,” believed to be the life cycle of 
the stork. The turtle is used similarly because a turtle 
is supposed to live 10,000 years. 

One legend has it that when Christ was born all the 
trees burst into blossom and bore fruit. Birds sang 
and all the forest was transformed into a magic gar- 
den. There was a sound of bells on the night air 
and a multitude of angels singing. Thus, today our 
Christmas scenes often show a star at the top of a 
tree trimmed with shining balls, glittering tinsel, 
tinkling bells and candy canes, all proclaiming the 
happy message, 

Another legend immortalized is the origin of Christ- 
mas bells. In the town of Lochen, Holland, there once 
hung in the church tower two bells with a clear tone 
unforgettable to those who heard them. However, 
these bells had never been baptized and one night, so 
the story goes, they disappeared from the church tower. 

At midnight on the eve of Christmas, the familiar 
bell tones were heard through the town. Though the 
bells were never found their chimes continued to ring 
out over the town each Christmas at midnight. Today 
Christmas bells have become traditional, to spread the 
joy of all these legends to all lands. 
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PRACTICAL POLITICS OR WE PERISH

‘Topas businessmen, the modern farmer, the 

American publie face the greatest challenge since 
the beginning of our republic, 

The need to actively participate in politics is domi- 
nating the thinking of all Americans — particularly 
the twentieth century executive. 

Recognizing that the whole complex of business 
depends on certain enduring economic, political and 
moral principles that are the bases of our free society, 
businessmen are beginning to recognize that they 
must become the champions of our free republican 
economic and political society. 

Each passing day witnesses the growing encroach- 
ment of Federal regulations and controls in business 
alfairs and a rising tide of public sentiment against 
the businessman, and the role he plays in modern 
society. 

The placing of increasingly heavier burdens on 
competitive business activities has occurred during 
the past few years at a time when businessmen have 
tried to divorce themselves from active participation 
in polities. 

As Saville R. Davis, managing editor of the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor, said recently: 

“Businessmen have built a new system and a new 
society in the last fifty years, but they may be elbowed 
out of it by the politicians, the labor union leaders 
and the “liberal” intellectuals. Business today is too 
pre-occupied with business. Business leaders have 
not been active in national affairs, because they sim- 
ply do not understand the interdependence of busi- 
ness and politics.” 

[t was during the early part of this century — dur- 
ing the period of so-called “business-dominated-gov- 
ernment” — that the public wrath forced the executives 
of that time to withdraw from active participation in 
politics and government. 

As a result of this disinterest, government today acts 
as a guardian, a watch-dog and a censor of all busi- 
ness decisions and activities. Today the businessman 
and his policies are criticized. His motives are ques- 
tioned, His goals ridiculed. His hopes distorted. 

Before Congress, grand juries, the courts and gov- 
ernmental agencies the businessman is called upon to 
explain, justify and defend his actions and those of 
his company, 

While in the early days of our country, businessmen 
worked hand in hand in mutual confidence and respect 
with government, today such activity is openly criti- 
cized by both professional politicians, labor union 
leaders and quite often by Mr. and Mrs, Average 
Citizen. 

Most businessmen have lost their influence and in- 
terest in political affairs, because they have become 
apathetic. They have been too busy with their busi- 
ness problems to give attention to political matters. 

All this has occurred at a time when groups directly 
hostile to business have made efforts to become more 
politically active. 

Particularly is this true of the efforts of certain big 
union labor leaders and labor organizations, 


The Twentieth Century Executive Must Do More 
Than Manage, IF He Is Going To Preserve The 
Economic Life Of America 


Led by the Socialistic-minded Walter Reuther, labor 
today has adopted the theory of the early working- 
men’s parties, which advocated the election of only 
those directly favorable to the cause of labor. 

History recalls the political efforts and failures of 
William Sylvis and the National Labor and Reform 
Party during the Civil War .. . of Terence V. Pow- 
derly and the Noble and Holy Order of the Knights of 
Labor ... of Bill Haywood and the Industrial Work- 
ers of the World. 

It would seem that Reuther, vice-president of the 
AFL-CIO and heir apparent, has adopted the political 
philosophy of these early labor pioneers. Active in 
political campaigns since his early days of union ac-

tivity, the ambitious doctrinaire-Socialist repeatedly 
has emphasized the duty of the Federation to political 
action. 

“Our answer is not less political activity, but more 
political action on the part of the American labor 
movement,” he has often said, 

Reuther, although advocating that the Federation 
work within the two party system, has worked for a 
“fundamental realignment of basic political forces.” 

Such a realignment may not necessarily mean the 
formation of a labor party, but nevertheless he and 
other liberals —the ADA, the Fabianists and other 
leftwing organizations — are systematically and fi- 
nancially building a group, perhaps a party, that is 
favorable to labor, and militantly anti-business. 

The defeat of the British Labor Party by MacMillan 
and the Conservatives in England in the recent elec- 
tions, undoubtedly dampened Reuther’s ambitions for 
1960, but his support of “liberals” will continue, and 
some observers go so far as to predict a labor party 
for our country in the near future. 

Some political thinkers believe such a group will 
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end in failure in much the same fashion as the so- 
called workingmen’s party, the Knights of Labor and 
the IWW. Others feel that Reutherites may be con- 
tent in controlling the Democratic Party which they 
have so deeply infiltrated. 

The efforts of the labor union leaders in politics are 
illustrated in the Georgia case, which will soon be 
reviewed by the U. 8. Supreme Court. 

At issue is one of the touchiest and unsettled areas 
of labor activity — the use of union dues for political 
purposes against the wishes of some union members. 

Although sec, 304 of the Taft-Hartley Act prohibits 
contributions or expenditures by both corporations 
and labor organizations in national political cam- 
paigns or elections, both the corporate and labor union 
dollar has found its way into national] elections, either 
directly or indirectly through numerous front organ- 
izations. 

Ironically, there have even been decisions by several 
lower courts that a union may buy political advertis- 
ing and may even pay campaign workers, despite the 
prohibition in the T-H Act. 

It should be pointed out that this prohibition refers 
only to national elections, and that there are no re- 
strictions placed on corporations or unions on expen- 
diture of funds for state and local elections. 

Although no figures are available, more than %4 
million dollars — mostly union funds — were spent in 
California recently in defeating the right-to-work 
amendment. 

A warning was issued at a recent meeting sponsored 
by the American Management Association. 

An appeal was made for all businessmen to crush 
their political apathy— to reenter the political arena 

-and to work actively down to the ward and the 
precinct level to gain favorable public opinion for 
causes and principles of American business. 

As William C. Stolk, president of the American 
Can Company, said: 

“American business is too refined ... it must get 
into politics to preserve itself, the nation and the Con- 
stitution from powerful forces which are seriously un- 
dermining our political and economic system.” 

Leaders of this philosophy claim that this must be 
a positive approach — not anti or negative — such as 
anti-labor, but observers noted that many businessmen 
have finally recognized that their basic rights now had 
to be protected and defended against the inroads of 
labor leaders and other special interests .. . that such 
a movement must be a counter-offensive to the po- 
litical activity of organized labor. 

Congressman Ralph Gwinn of New York emphasized 
this problem, when he said: 

“What our industrial leaders don’t understand is 
that while businessmen concentrated on electing a 
President in 1956, the AFL-CIO was electing a Con- 


gress. And Congress, not the President, enacts all 
laws ... During the 1956 election organized labor was 


active in three hundred of the four hundred and thirty 
district elections.” 

Admitting that many businessmen make poor poli- 
ticians, Gulf Oil’s vice president, Archie Gray, stated : 

“Whether we want to be there or not, Gulf and 
every other American corporation (must be) up to its 
ears in politics, and we must either start swimming 
or drown. Gulf’s management would be derelict in 
its duty to its shareholders and employes alike, if it 
tried to ignore this fact and did nothing.” 

J. J. Wuerthner, Jr., a General Electric Company 
executive and a pioneer in the campaign to get busi- 
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ness back into politics, wrote in his book, “The Busi- 
nessmen’s Guide To Practical Politics”: 

“Government intervention on the corporate struc- 
ture at all levels . . . the increasing government im- 
posed costs of doing business . . . demand that busi- 
ness return to the political wars. 

“Businessmen have been impotent for too long a 
period in the political and economic contests of ideas, 
and consequently business has been attacked, threat- 
ened and bullied at the polls without industrial lead- 
ers raising one finger to protect the philosophy of busi- 
ness, the principles of the business community, and 
the corporate structure itself, 

“Politics must become the business of the business- 
man. He must speak up with courage and honesty. 
He must work with energy and dedication. He must

encourage his managers and employes to work out 
in the arena of politics with the same imagination, 
initiative and drive that made our country great. 

“Let’s encourage management to use the planning 
and organizational genius, for which it is justly famed, 
in political campaigns that affect the very basis of our 
economy and our society,” Wuerthner said. 

Dr. Leland Hazard, professor of industrial admin- 
istration and law, Graduate School of Industrial Ad- 
ministration at the Carnegie Institute of Technology 
and director and consultant for the Pittsburgh Plate 
Glass Company, maintains that industry today is 
forced by social pressures into politics: 

“The history of our company warns us that busi- 
ness has been getting out of politics during a period 
when law and government have been getting more and 
more into business.” 

As one executive noted: 

“All of our problems seem to have a political root 
... It’s time we stood up and said loudly and publicly 
what we stand for and what we want and get out and 
work for it ourselves, 

“If you’ve got a point of view on any political issue, 
announce it to your own company people and to the 
rest of the world.”

youth of our land is accompanied by the abandonment 
of Christian observances of the birth of Christ, the 
mention of His teachings, His code of morals and of 
the Ten Commandments. More emphasis is being 
placed on the commercialization of His birthday and 
less emphasis, if any,on Him. In many cities the profi- 
teers who cash in on the fervor of those who celebrate 
His birth violate all His teachings because they dis- 
believe. Because they disbelieve they insist on rob- 
bing others of the right to perpetuate a belief in Him 
by banning the mention of His name, His teachings, 
His images and His Commandments, from the places 
of learning where the life and mind of the youth are 
moulded and trained— the schools. 

All this is now followed by the drive throughout our 
country to violate the Sabbath. Cases are now before 
Courts in an attempt to set aside so-called “Blue 
Laws,” laws forbidding the commercialization of the 
Sabbath, Sunday. In Washington, D. C., a ease is 
before the Court involving one who demands the right 
to hold a public trust without taking a required oath 
to Almighty God. He says he will operate his office 
according to legal requirements. He does not believe 
in God. He refuses to accept Him. The post is rela- 
tively unimportant, but the issue involved is most 
important, He and his crowd of admirers insist that 
it is a Right to hold the position of public trust with- 
out the qualifications required by law. The State 
officials claim that he has a right to disbelieve in God, 
but that the holding of a public trust is not a Right, 
but @ privilege available under the terms of the law, 
one of which is the taking of the oath. 

In a recent action taken in Richmond, Virginia, a 
reputable Church group, the Conference of the Baptist 
General Association, in its annual resolutions, lumped 
its approval of the ban on Bible teaching in schools 
with the ban on lewd literature, whisky and gambling. 
Money took the major place on the agenda. An ap- 
propriation of three million, one hundred twenty-five 
dollars, was voted for the coming year’s activity. Ma- 
terialism seemingly overtook religion, 

One expects the abandonment of faith and efforts 
to thwart the perpetuation of faith in Communist 
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countries ruled by openly avowed atheists — an iron- 
clad rule foisted on the majority by a militantly anti- 
Christ minority, but few ever expected such a minority 
to gain indirect rule within an avowed Christian na- 
tion such as our own country. But it has happened, 
more rapidly and consistently than most people appear 
to realize. 


We have a great nation, but it is rapidly deteriorat- 
ing in morals and in time; unless Christians awaken, 
and soon, it will go the way of Russia and China and 
those countries behind the [ron and Bamboo Curtains, 
or the way of the Roman Empire. When a nation per- 
mits corruption, gangsterism and atheism to rule, it 
deteriorates all down the line, It loses its morals. 
When the people lose their belief in Him and His 
Commandments, they also lose a generation of youth 
if they have no knowledge of Him and His teachings. 
They become materialists in everything they do, and 
soon dog eats dog. Finally a nation is lost to the 
underworld. 

Why at this Christmas-time are efforts made to ban 
Christmas observances in schools for those who wish 
it and who are in the majority? Why instead at 
Christmas-time are, inferentially at least, vulgar ques- 
tionnaires on sex matters being handed out in schools 
which deprave the minds of the youth by suggestive 
material of an immoral nature? God taught it was 
immoral to covet, to commit adultery. In fact, on two 
occasions in the Ten Commandments He emphasized 
the sinfulness of adultery. He preached love. He 
admonished that we keep holy the Sabbath; that we 
honor our parents; that we must not steal, 

Why is it so important for the egg-heads imbedded 
in some of our school systems to learn of the activities 
and thinking of the pupils in the field of adultery 
when they fail to teach them of its sinfulness? By so 
doing they are turning the child’s mind away from 
God and toward sinful objectives. Why do they 
pound home the wrongs of society? Why do they rob 
the youth of the antidote—God’s moral teachings? Yet 
the sexual subjects to the embarrassment of the ma- 
jority of the youth and to the displeasure of mothers 
have been brought forth at the approach of Christmas 

at the University of Maryland and in the high 
school of East Patterson, New Jersey, the State which

a few years ago banned Christ from the schools, Christ- 
mas observances, plaques of the Ten Commandments, 
prayers, even in silence, and the reading of even one 
verse from the Bible in schools. 

And the profiteers who are keeping their stores open 
to reap fortunes at Christmas-time derived from Be- 
lievers, are now demanding the right to remain open 
for business on the Sabbath. God help our people save 
themselves! God give our people the fortitude the 
disbelievers possess! 

U.N. Child’s Charter Minus Religious Rights 

The Communist hand was clearly visible in “The 
Child’s Charter” which has been drafted in the United 
Nations, The charter consists of an international dec- 
laration of the rights of the child, and in its preamble 
it proclaims that “Mankind owes to the child the best 
it can give.”

Good Will To Men Of Good Will 


HERE was an anachronism in the newspapers re- 
cently. Of course, this is very often the case, but 
in the instance referred to, it was most striking. 

Next to a particularly interesting advertisement on 
Christmas — dealing more with the spirit than the 
price tags—-was a picture of some porcine Soviet 
leaders at the November celebration of the October 
Revolution. 

The advertisement commemorized the revolution of 
the spirit, the birth of Him who changed the world by 
His life and teachings; who came to bring peace, not 
a sword; to unite, not divide; who exemplified, and 
exemplifies, the Fatherhood of God and the Brother- 
hood of Man. True, those who call themselves by His 
name, have not always lived up to His teachings as 
they should have—but whatever progress has been 
made in this world has for the most part come from 
the Light which He gave to the world. 

The second, the picture, was in celebration of the 
birth of the worst despotism the world has ever 
known; the birth of an attempt on the part of a few 
men to enslave all men; the birth of a system which 
has consistently fought to destroy the religious faith 
of millions — because the teachings of Christ are the 
direct antithesis of so-called Communism, 

The first is founded upon Truth. The second upon 
a lie. Even the very word Communism is a misnomer. 
The Red rulers may shed crocodile tears over the 
plight of the proletariat in the Christian nations — 
yet, within their own boundaries, they make life a 
living hell for those who do not slavishly truckle 
down to them, 

The first is founded upon leve for one’s fellow man 
as well as for God. The second deifies the State and 
fosters hatred. 

But, some say, “if we are to love our neighbors as 
ourselves, should we not have love for the Russian 
people?” Who said anything about the Russian 
people? Communism is a system of gang rule foisted 
upon the Russian people, Like all gangs, its leaders 
change frequently, with the aid of an assassin’s knife 
or the sniper’s bullet.

Let us not forget that word good — and 
act accordingly. 


The Handwriting On The Wall 


‘THE recent British Elections appear like the hand- 

writing on the wall. But just as that handwriting 
on the wall of Belshazzar’s palace had to be translated, 
so is it important to really understand what was 
meant by the strong swing to conservatism. 

Lest the Conservatives here feel that it is a “sign 
of the times,” and that they will win without effort, 
let us remind them that what made it a “sign of the 


times” was that the Conservatives in England got out 
and worked! 

To begin with, they had a program which was not 
just a rehash of the liberalism of the thirties, with a 
few Socialistic ideas thrown in for good measure, 

This time they knew what they were for and what 
they were against, and then went out into the high- 
ways and byways to get people who believed in these 
things to vote for them, They did not try to be all 
things to all men. (Here, far too often, party officials 
in seeking votes, try not to say anything that could 
be disagreed with by any bloc — and in some instances 
cater so to blocs that they lose the votes they normally 
would receive.) 

Their program was based on current conditions and 
current problems, They talked of these problems and 
expressed their ideas about them, They expected that 
the people interested in their program would be willing 
to work for it without promise of preferment — and 
they were. 

They did not segregate voters into classes. They 
knew some business men would think they could rake 
in more under another party, and would vote against 
them — they did. They knew some business men would 
believe in their long range program and work for them 
—and they did. 

They knew that many unionists would be for more 
radical solutions and more socialization — they were. 
And they knew that most unionists would want the 
security line held both in their jobs and in their free 
way of life, and would vote for men who put their 
own country first—they did. There was no me-tooism. 

They raised the money for their campaign before it 
started, instead of passing the hat and putting out 
promises at the last minute. They knew where they 
were going to get volunteer workers and those workers 
showed up. They maintained thorough polls of the 
qualified voters and made a determined effort to get 
the voters favoring them to the polls. 

In short, the Conservative Party was not a class 
party, but @ party of conservatives and when they 
openly acted the part—they won overwhelmingly. 

Let us hope our own politicians have read the story 
carefully and have learned a lesson. 


Polar Projection Possibilities 


OU are familiar with the polar projection maps 

which, showing the world from the air, demon- 
strate clearly the dangerous nearness of the Soviet to 
the United States. No longer have we a complete 
defense in mighty oceans and in other continents. We 
are, indeed, but a hop, skip, and a jump away. 

In our September issue of this year, Congressman 
Wint Smith pointed out some of the dangers we may 
face from the Russian activities in the Arctics, His 
scholarly presentation has since been pointed up by 
the discussions of the 12-nation conference on Antarc- 
tica recently held in Washington. 

To most of us Antarctica is the barren waste below 
Cape Horn. As children we thrilled to the accounts 
of the sailing ships who circled the Cape. Later we 
were proud of Admiral Byrd’s voyages of exploration, 
but still we thought of it as populated mainly by 
Emperor Penguins. 

But now, the story is different. The Conference has 
been studying possible ways and means to ensure that 
Antarctica be used for peaceful purposes only; that 
all measures of a military nature be prohibited. 
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We, the United States, have been the greatest ex- 
plorers of Antarctica. But the countries bordering 
Antarctica too have claims. The Soviet has shown 
deep interest of late through its explorations, Sup- 
pose they put in permanent settlements? What would 
they do next? What is the importance of Antarctica 
in the Space Age? 

There are already regular flights over the North 
Pole. Will there soon be similar ones over the South 
Pole? Who will contro] these flights? Who will de- 
termine whether they are purely commercial? In 
case of war, what will happen? 

We have been justly proud of the trip of the Nau- 
tilus under the Northern ice. But what one submarine 
cai. do, others can. The Soviet claims great submarine 
power, What if they set up a submarine base in Ant- 
arctica under the guise of exploration? What if they 
set up missile bases? 

Furthermore, in an article in June, 1958, we exposed 
secret work the Soviet has done on “Climate change” 
and what it might mean to the Arctie and how it 
could adversely affect our country. Since that time 
they have progressed greatly in their work on change 
of climate plans. It is a solemn thought to consider 
what might happen should the ice-caps be melted and 
the ocean level rise, and of the possible changes there- 
by effected in our own weather normals. 

At this season of the year the children are thinking 
of Santa Claus in his red suit at the North Pole. But 
those entrusted with the defense of our country are 
pondering over the presence of the Red-minded at 
both poles.

HE Holy Writ is unexcelled as a source of inspira- 
tion, encouragement and comfort, but it is a poor 
place to feed self-pity. 

Many God fearing, intelligent American citizens are 
prone to justify their lack of action by thinking they 
are alone. In fact, man’s prime excuse for failing to 
do those things which should be done; for failure to 
defend those propositions which merit difference, has 
ever been, “What can I do alone?” In short, no other 
voice is raised against corruption in Government. No 
one defends sound American policies. Everyone takes 
all they can get from the Government and tries for 
more. One feels very badly about it, but after all! 

Surely this point of view seems justified when we 
see the candidate elected who promises the largest 
handout, rather than the one who stands for sound 
American policy, but — turn to the Nineteenth Chap- 
ter of First Kings (my favorite antidote for self-pity), 
and consider the Prophet Elijah. 

Elijah’s country was established on the law some 
five hundred years before the birth of this great 
prophet. This law was based on God’s Command- 
ments and guaranteed certain desirable rights to all 
men. From the beginning, however, this law was very 
unpopular with unqualified officials and all free-load- 
ers in that it protected every man’s property, earnings, 
and inheritances, from the rulers and bums. (“Thou 
shalt not covet.’’) 

Very soon after crossing Jordan to possess the prom- 
ised land, those two groups began to use their influ- 
ence to nullify God’s law and establish a State Policy 
that would permit them to exploit their fellowmen. 
Aided indirectly by apathy and tolerance of the middle 
class, and disregarding the obvious fact that destruc- 
tion of their law would destroy their nation, this cor- 
rupt coalition advanced their theories so successfully 
that, by the time Elijah appeared on the scene, there 
was little evidence of God’s law throughout the land. 

Elijah studied the law diligently. By synchronizing 
history with human motivation he came to understand 
that any nation must adhere to the fundamental truths 
embraced in these statutes if a desirable social atmos- 
phere were to be attained. By reason and God’s help, 
he knew that the true and just law of God. must be 
re-established if the Semitic Nations were to survive. 

Working very zealously, Elijah performed many mir- 
acles in a vain attempt to re-establish the law. As he 
predicted, there was a great drought throughout the 
land. He stood alone before four hundred and fifty 
of the opposition’s elect and proved them to be frauds. 
At his word, the drought was broken by an abundance 
of rain, but all these things failed to accomplish the 
desired end. Now Elijah, despite his nearness to God, 
was endowed with human motivations even as you 
and I; therefore, after a while, he retired from the 
field. Besieged with fear and self-pity, he admitted 
defeat and, wishing for death, sat down to await the 
end. 

The enlightened citizen, being familiar with condi-

stitutional Government in these United States, will 
surely understand Elijah’s attitude at this point. But 
let us examine God’s reaction to Elijah’s self-pity, be- 
ginning with the Ninth Verse of the Nineteenth Chap- 
ter of First Kings. 

“., And he came thither unto a cave, and lodged 
there; and, behold, the word of the Lord came to him 
and said .. . What doest thou here, Elijah? And he 
said I have been very jealous for the Lord God .. .: 
The Children of Israel have forsaken thy covenant, 
thrown down thine altars, and slain thy prophets .. .;

and I, even I only, am left; and they seek my life...” 

After this, Elijah was ordered to go forth and 
stand upon the mount before the Lord. Then there 
was a great wind, and earthquake and a mighty fire, 
but God was not to be found in any of these, Later 
came the still, small voice of reason, the voice was 
filled with wisdom from God and when Elijah heard 
it, he went out and stood in the mouth of the cave. 
Once again, the question, “What doest thou here, 
Elijah ?” 

Elijah gave the same answer as before, “And the 
Lord said unto him, Go, return on thy way to the wil- 
derness of Damascus: and . . . anoint Hazael to be 
king over Syria, ... Jehu... to be king over Israel; 
and Elisha ... to be prophet in thy room. And it shall 
come to pass that him that escapeth the sword of 
Hazael shall Jehu slay: and him that escapeth from

the sword of Jehu shall Elisha slay. Yet I have left 
me seven thousand in Israel, all the knees which have 
not bowed unto Baal and every mouth which hath not 
kissed him.” 

Seven thousand in a small country who had not 
bowed to Baal and Elijah honestly believed he was 
alone! Surely this Nineteenth Verse should inspire 
and awaken the still, small voice of reason in those 
who have become weary of the fight for fundamental 
Americanism. 

At this point, it would be well to emphasize that 
Elijah had not joined forces with the enemy in any 
manner whatsoever. He did not conclude that a 
portion of the spoils might just as well be his since he 
was powerless to prevent the spoilage. Awaiting death 
under the Juniper tree, Elijah knew that God’s law 
was infallible just as surely as this fact was known 
to him when he mocked Baal’s prophets before the 
people. Elijah’s only sin was omission, quitting the 
fight, failing to give his best to the end. (“To him 
that knoweth to do good, and doeth it not, to him it 
is sin.” — James 4, 17.) 

When Elijah’s life and works are compared with 
other men of God who may have been living at the 
same time, we find that none of the seven thousand 
referred to were to reach Elijah’s stature as a prophet. 
Therefore, we are forced to conclude that in all things, 
material and spiritual, a man’s work is judged in re- 
lation to his knowledge and ability to perform. 

God’s deft criticism of Elijah also emphasizes the 
fact that no man can build a reserve of good works; 
no man is justified in thinking he has done enough to 
deserve a rest. This fact is confirmed by Christ in a 
parable which might well have been written specifically 
for America today. “The ground of a certain rich 
man brought forth plentifully; and he thought within 
himself, saying, what shall I do, because I have no 
room to bestow my fruits? And he said, This will | 
do. I will pull down my barns and build greater; and 
there will I bestow all my fruits and my goods. And 
| will say to my soul, Soul thou hast much goods laid 
up for many years; take thine ease, eat, drink, and be 
merry. But God said unto him, thou fool, this night 
thy soul shall be required of thee.” No matter how 
high one may climb, if they get off balance, lose con- 
tact with that small voice of reason and decide to 
coast, down is the only direction they can possibly go. 

No reasonable person would deny that a great ma- 
jority in America fail to listen for that still, small 
voice, but many times seven thousand do heed it, Re- 
member, God did not say there was a majority on the 
side of law and justice, neither did He promise such 
a majority at any time in the future. Not a majority, 
but seven thousand, a good and sufficient number, by 
Apocryphal standards. A substantial minority, able 
to lead the nation back to the law, if properly or- 
ganized. 

Certainly, this same condition is predominant in 
America today. Amid all the apathy, greed and cor- 
ruption, we see many manifestations of Christianity 
and Americanism, In spite of considerable evidence 
to the contrary, there remains a remnant in America, 
a minority, to be sure, but a substantial minority, 
sufficient for the task at hand. Members of this group 
are apt to think, endowed with moral and ethical in- 
tegrity and, unfortunately, not immune to self-pity. 

The great problem then, is not to find the man, but 
to rouse him from the shade of the proverbial juniper 
tree. Entice him to discover the small voice of reason 
which is saying, “There are seven times seven thousand 
true Americans needing your support.”

Elijah Restoring The Widow’s Son 


Belief in God Oath to Be Appealed 


Roy R. Torcaso, who was refused a Maryland no- 
tary public's commission when he declined to “declare 
a belief in the existence of God,” today announced he 
will take his case to the Maryland Court of Appeals. 

At a press conference in his Washington attorney’s 
oflice, Mr. Torcaso, a Wheaton resident, added he “will 
carry this through to the United States Supreme Court 
if necessary.” 

Two days ago, Montgomery County Circuit Court 
Judge Ralph G. Shure overruled Mr, Torcaso’s con- 
tention, as stated in a mandamus petition filed last 
August, that the Maryland oath is in conflict with 
both the State constitution and the United States 
Constitution. 

Judge Shure declared the State oath “may be right- 
ly imposed by a sovereign State in dealing with its 
own officials.” 

With Mr. Torcaso at the conference were his attor- 
ney, Joseph A. Sickles, and attorneys for American 
Civil Liberties Union and the American Jewish Con- 
gress. Both organizations are participating in the 
vase in his behalf. 

In his statement, Mr. Torcaso declared the Mont- 
gomery County court’s ruling conflicted with one 
handed down in Prince Georges County Circuit Court 
10 years ago. In the earlier decision, he said, Judge 
Charles C. Marbury ruled that a Brentwood council- 
man-elect was not required to declare his belief in the 
existence of God to be sworn into office.

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COMBATTING SUBVERSION IN INDUSTRY 


Too Many College-Trained Young Executives Entering Industry 
Have Been Indoctrinated By Clever Pro-Communist Professors!

N LEADING discussions dealing with the responsi- 

bilities of the executive and supervisor for main- 
taining good industrial relations, I frequently hear 
the suggestion that the enemies of our free enterprise 
system would heartily welcome the adoption of bureau- 
cratic personnel policies throughout private industry. 

From my experience with personnel activities with- 
in governmental organizations I believe these super- 
visors are right. Until you have served under civil 
service you cannot appreciate the unbelievable pres- 
sure on the worker to force him to conform to ideolo- 
gies which are directly opposed to those we have come 
to consider traditionally American, 

Industrial executives do not decry governmental 
personnel practices as a form of political argument, 
but because they are now convinced that such policies 
tend to encourage subversion and undermine our free 
enterprise system. 

The thing that must concern the industrial execu- 
tive and supervisor is non-political except in the de- 
gree the problem deals with the employee’s whole- 
hearted loyaity to American ideals of freedom, as op- 
posed to wholehearted loyalty to Communistic ideol- 
ogy. It is as simple as that. 

The problem becomes increasingly difficult because 
it has become fashionable in some quarters to con- 
sider labor leaders and workers as suspect of leftist 
convictions, while personnel executives, college pro- 
fessors, and nuclear physicists (for example) are as- 
sumed to qualify automatically as intelligent, loyal 
Americans, whether they happen to be tagged as lib- 
erals or conservatives. 

The reasoning behind this thinking is not altogether 
clear. Yet until the industrial executive thinks this 
subject through he is in danger of alienating millions 
of loyal American workers by branding the members 
of a particular union as indoctrinated Communists, 
just because the leadership of that union is known to 
have strong Communist leanings. 

At the same time he may encourage the most amaz- 
ingly overt subversive practices and dictums of per- 
sonnel officers and college instructors who conceivably 
may be hiding behind “academic freedom” and “hu- 
manitarianism” to cloak their fanatical adherence to 
the principles of revolutionary Communism. 

Of course we know there are Communist-dominated 
trade unions in this country, But it is not fair to 
assume that the members of these unions are Com- 
munists, A few are; most are not. I am firmly con- 
vinced that the great majority of industrial employees 
are loyal Americans. This fact comes as a surprise 
to me at times, when I notice how the disloyal leaders 
are coddled or tolerated by government, year after 
year, while the workers, who have been forced to join 
the union in order to live, are reviled as disloyal. 

We must bear in mind that we have done very little, 
even through our well-publicized Congressional inves- 
tigations, to free any group of Americans in a labor 
union from domination by a disloyal leadership. The 
classic example here is Harry Bridges, but there are 
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many more arrogant men who have successfully defied 
Congress and the courts to oust them from posts of 
labor union leadership. 

The worker is going to earn a living for himself and 
his family somehow, and so long as we say he must 
submit to the leadership of a known gangster or a 
disciple of Marx (or both) then we have no one but 
ourselves to blame when we reap political and eco- 
nomic chaos. It takes more courage than this worker 
possesses to oppose a leadership which has repeatedly 
and successfully defied our Government to get rid of 
him. 

When you talk to these workers or their supervisors 
you do not get the impression that they are disloyal 
Americans. But when you discuss industry’s prob- 


lems with many college professors and personnel ex- 
ecutives you find them more radical in all their views

than some of the goon-squad type of labor leader, And 
this despite the fact that, by virtue of their superior 
educational attainments, these men should have more 
sense than to set about correcting any of the admitted 
weaknesses of our capitalistic system by selling out 
to Marvism. 

I am positive that nearly all industrial line execu- 
tives and supervisors are 100 per cent loyal. I am 
equally convinced by their records that we have staff 
employees, even within private industry, who have 
been thoroughly indoctrinated as political revolution- 
ists, usually by some frustrated, bitter college instruc- 
tor. And the damage one such disloyal] executive can 
do, particularly when he is in a position of authority 
that may permit him to control the wage increases 
and promotions of thousands of men and women, is 
incalculable. 

Also, granting that the outright pro-Communist 
college professor is in definite minority, it is true that 
he, too, is in a posiiton to exert enormous influence 
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over the immature minds of a vastly increasing num- 
ber of young people, year after year. And this type 
of apologist for Marxism is amazingly adept at getting 
over his subversive teachings, without once mentioning 
Marx, Khrushchev, or even Communism, 

In interviewing graduates of both high schools and 
colleges for positions in private and public employ- 
ment, I find that the most common reply to the ques- 
tion “Do you believe you have been indoctrinated in 
Communist ideology?” is “To the best of my knowl- 
edge, no.” But further questioning often elicits be- 
yond doubt that such a student has nevertheless been 
so indoctrinated, and unwittingly. This is a truly 
tragic thing. 

The truth comes out only through careful ques- 
tioning, when the interviewer ascertains that the ap- 
plicant holds deep-seated feelings of resentment 
against everything we consider to be essential to the 
continuance of our capitalistic method of getting 
things done. At the same time this applicant will 
hew very close to the Communist Party line in adher- 
ence to, and approval of, those unrealistic concepts 
advanced by the international “thinker.” 

As someone has pointed out, some professors and 
high school teachers often utilize the double-talk of 
Communism by employing such terms as “liberty,” 
“democracy,” “peaceful co-existence,” and “coopera- 
tion,” in a fashion bearing no faintest resemblance to 
Webster’s definitions. In each such instance these 
terms become part of a carefully worked out program 
of indoctrination of the student in subversion. 

I believe that much of the criticism of our existing 
system of public education has its basis in a belated 
awakening of parents to the degree of indoctrination 
that has crept into our schools and colleges. This 
summer, for example, a Congressional committee has 
subpoenaed 110 California school teachers to deter- 
mine the degree of their Communist affiliation. That 
is a lot of teachers in a single state to have become 
suspect, even though they should be wrongfully ac- 
cused. 

On the other hand, everyone connected with the 
teaching profession is fully aware that hundreds of 
radical leftists among our educators are too clever to 
be called up for investigation of their loyalty. (Inci- 
dentally, these subversive instructors are the first to 
take one or a score of “loyalty oaths” as a means of 
securing a teaching credential.) 

Twenty years ago I wrote a piece for “Current His- 
tory and Forum” titled “What’s Wrong With Our 
High Schools?” This was long before criticism of our 
system of public education became in any degree com- 
mon, and the angry reaction of school administrators 
to this article was most enlightening. One such, for 
example, wrote scathingly to the editor asking, “Does 
not this writer know that the revolution already has 
come?” Frankly, I didn’t, nor do I know it yet. 

Today, indoctrination of students is more common 
than then, but general criticism has forced the aca- 
demic proponents of Communism to “go underground” 
by disguising unsound, disloyal theories as enlightened 
instruction in “social science.” 

Today, also, we have many loyal Americans among 
our schoolmasters, and these people are the most deep- 
ly concerned of any about the indoctrination problem, 
because they are so very close to it, yet often have 
their hands securely tied by those in state government 
who are empowered to demote or discharge any admin- 
istrator who dares speak out against practices he ob- 
serves daily in the classrooms. 

Most of us are deeply concerned with the possibility 
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that we may one day suffer nuclear attack. It might 
be wiser for us to give thought to how far the teaching 
of subversion has progressed, not only within our 
schools and colleges, but by that scattering of pro- 
Communists who hold jobs as personnel executives, 
both in industry and within governmental bureaus. 
Should young Americans ever come to accept the 
softening leftist teachings of the indoctrinators, 
Khrushchev must inevitably win control of America 
without ever firing a shot. 

In the first edition of my industrial text, “How to 
Supervise People,’ published by McGraw-Hill a few

years ago, I called attention to specific instances of 
leftwing personnel and industrial relations “experts” 
I had met with, both in private and public employment. 

One of these cases dealt with a personnel manager 
in an organization employing 10,000 people, who sent 
out a memorandum to all employees stating that, in 
the future, “competition” between workers would be 
discouraged; that anyone who attempted to outdo 
another employee would be denied promotion; that 
promotion would come only to those who became part 
of his “big happy family.” Nothing he could have 
done would have more quickly destroyed morale in 
that company, and he was at least clever enough to 
recognize this fact. 

As one edition of this book has succeeded another, 
those college professors who have “experted” on each 
revision have “encouraged” me to delete such refer- 
ences to subversive activities. I have dragged my feet 
in this matter until I was satisfied that my point had 
been well made with industrial supervisors, There- 
after I removed the last of these references, after which 
the professor who checked on my latest edition re- 
ported it to be “vastly improved.” 

Having conducted training conferences with 10,000 
supervisors and executives I learned years ago that 
these men, if left alone, would soon weed out subver- 
sion in their work forces. I also learned that these 
men are often under pressure to keep leftists on the 
payroll. 

Such pressure, encountered within a governmental 
bureau, is at least understandable, for despite civil 
service all such bureaus are made up of politically- 
conscious employees, from top to bottom. In industry 
it makes much less sense for management to overlook 
subversive activity within its ranks, or to attempt to 
copy the personnel practices of a governmental bureau.

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NE day early in August, 1865, the Board of Trus- 
tees of Washington College at Lexington, Vir- 
ginia, met to deal with the serious question of the 
survival of the School. It was only four months after 
Appomattox and the victory review at Washington. 
Like everything else in the shattered South, Washing- 
ton College had now to decide whether it had vitality 
enough left to try again. 

Until the outbreak of the Civil War it had been a 
prosperous and successful Institution with a fine back- 
ground and an enviable history, but the War had done 
for it what it had done for the South generally. The 
day after the secession of Virginia in the Spring of 
1861, President George Junkin had resigned. When 
actual war broke out a few days later, practically all 
the students and most of the faculty had marched 
away to bear arms for the Southern Cause. While the 
conflict raged, the empty buildings and unused equip- 
ment swiftly paid the price of neglect. The College 
really ceased to be a fact and became a memory, and 
a hope. 

What time and disuse had not already done the 
Union raid under General David Hunter, in 1864, did. 
The campus was ravaged, the books of the library and 
departments destroyed or scattered, the laboratories 
stripped, and all the buildings damaged, some beyond 
repair. At the end of the War four faculty members 
were trying to give instruction to about forty-five 
students, mostly of preparatory grade. Finances were 
dissipated. Part of the campus had been plowed up 
for gardening in the hope of a little food for the com- 
ing Winter. 

During the summer of 1865 the few professors re- 
maining had tried to put some of the buildings in re- 
pair for whatever returning veterans and newcomers 
might apply for entrance in the Fall. The discour- 
aged Trustees had managed to arrange a loan of 
$5000 with which to buy enough new equipment at 
least to begin a new year’s work. No one had much 
property, and hardly anyone had money. 

Such was the prospect before the Board of Trustees 
when it met that day to see if ways and means could 
be devised to get the Institution into operation again. 
Plainly the selection of a President and provision for 
his support were the first steps that would have to be 
taken. The question of the amount it would be pos- 
sible to raise for this purpose had already been dis- 
cussed, and the maximum agreed on had been fifteen 
hundred dollars a year plus the use of a house and 
garden and one-fifth of the students’ fees of seventy- 
five dollars each. The next question was, who should 
be the man, provided anyone could be found, who would 
undertake the work with such a discouraging outlook 
and at such a rate of pay? 

Several names were placed in nomination, but be- 
fore a vote was taken Colonel Bolivar Christian asked 
to make a statement. It was that General Robert E. 
Lee was living at Derwent, a four-room tenant house 
in Powhatan County which Mrs. Elizabeth Randolph 
Cocke had placed at his disposal, and which the one-

time master of the noble Arlington Estate had been 
glad to accept. Furthermore, while several positions 
had been offered him, so far as Colonel Christian knew, 
he had not yet accepted any of them. 

The speaker was asked if he wished to make a nomi- 
nation. At first he said he wished only to have the 
Board know these facts, but later reconsidered and 
made the nomination. No wonder he hesitated. Who

could know the mind of the man still under the shadow 
of surrender, living in a borrowed cottage across the 
mountains? 

The members of the Board were instructed to pre- 
pare their ballots, When the tally was made General 
Lee, without his consent or knowledge, had been elected 
to head whatever Washington College might again 
become. The Trustees realized that they had made a 
bold move in the dark. Would the General even con- 
sider the offer? Steps must be taken to find out. 

With everyone poor and needing to get his personal 
affairs under way again, a committee seemed too much 
to send to interview the General, but at least one 
capable man should be sent to make the offer and 
obtain a reply. The logical man, all agreed, was Judge 
John M. Brockenbrough, Rector of the College, which 
seems really to have meant President of the Board of 
Trustees. He was the head of a local private School 
of Law which later became the Law Department of 
the College; and he was deeply devoted to the Col- 
lege and its welfare. 
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There were problems of the kind natural to the 
broken condition of the South. The War had taken 
Judge Brockenbrough’s students too, and with them 
his income. He admitted that he no longer had even 
a suit of clothes good enough to wear on such a mis- 
sion, nor did he have the money to pay the slight trav- 
eling expenses across the Blue Ridge and back. Not 
a man sitting in the room was in any better general 
position, but since their meager possessions were var- 
ied there were ways of sharing. 

Hugh Barelay stated that during the War a North- 
ern friend had sent him enough broadcloth for a new 
suit of clothes, which had been made up. They would 
just about fit Judge Brockenbrough, he thought, and 
he was welcome to use it for the journey. Then a 
Colonel McLaughlin said he knew a lady in Lexington 
who, unlike most of the people, had some cash in hand, 
having sold a good tobacco crop, and who he believed 
would be willing to loan the College enough money to 
finance the intended mission. The loan was negotiated, 
and the way was clear. 

A Committee was appointed to draft a letter offering 
General Lee the position, but it was actually written 
by Ex-Governor Letcher who as Chief Executive of 
Virginia at the outbreak of the War had written an- 
other letter to the General inviting him to head the 
armed forces of that State. So Judge Brockenbrough, 
bearing the persuasive letter, wearing a borrowed suit, 
and financed with borrowed funds, set out on horse- 
back on the long ride across the Blue Ridge to seek an 
answer to the call. 

He found General Lee living with his family at Der 
went, readjusting himself as best he could to life and 
the future, His services had been in demand, but he 
had not been hasty about accepting a new work, so 
necessary now with the family fortune and home swept 
away. An English nobleman had invited him to live 
abroad on a liberal annuity without duties, which he 
would never do. Planners of an American Colony in 
Mexico had invited him to become its head, but he 
would not turn his back on his own country. Certain 
financial concerns had invited him to nominal presi- 
dency for the commercial value of his name, but his 
name was not for sale. He said that if it was worth 
so much he would keep it for himself. 

At the time of Judge Brockenbrough’s arrival he 
was thinking chiefly of the writing of a history of his 
campaigns, setting forth unknown facts about his 
army, his officers, and the difficult conditions under 
which they fought. He had not yet begun it, and 
it was not to be a commercial venture. Aside from 
it he was hoping to live in quiet retirement. The ar- 
rival of the messenger from Lexington introduced a 
new element into the situation. 

The proffer raised a number of questions and prob- 
lems for the General. He had not thought of a col- 
lege presidency, though he had wanted to do something 
of service to the prostrate South and its younger gen- 
eration. 

He did not consider himself experienced in educa- 
tional administration, though he had served success- 
fully as Superintendent of West Point, a very exacting 
position. The presidency at Lexington called for some 
teaching, and he did not think of himself as a capable 
teacher, though he had done some teaching at West 
Point, too. He was an Episcopalian, and Washington 
College was traditionally a Presbyterian School. 
Would that be an embarrassment to the Institution? 

Most serious of all, he was a paroled prisoner of 
war not included in the general amnesty and respon- 
sible to the Government for his movements. Would 
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induction into office of a man hated throughout the 
North cast a shadow over the College at a time when 
it needed friends so it could grow into something more 
than merely a sectional institution? 

These questions required thought, and the best an- 
swer he could give Judge Brockenbrough at the mo- 
ment was that he would take the offer under careful 
consideration. The Judge started back across the 
mountains to deliver the reply and return the bor- 
rowed suit. 

General Lee consulted several trusted friends, with 
a preference for clergymen. He wrote Rector W. N. 


Pendleton of the Episcopal Church in Lexington, for- 
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merly a Brigadier General in the Confederate Army, 
and received a reply urging his acceptance and assur- 
ing him that under his leadership the College could 
become wholly undenominational. 

He mounted his horse, Traveler, and rode to Albe- 
marle County to seek the counsel of The Reverend 
Joseph P, B. Wilmer, His advice was vigorously nega- 
tive. He felt that a man of such ability and attain- 
ments should not accept the headship of a small, 
inconspicuous, run-down institution when others of 
size and standing would undoubtedly be happy to have 
his services. The Wilmer attitude changed, however, 
when Lee replied that the only point on which he 
wanted advice was whether this would be a good way 
to invest the remainder of his life in service to the 
South and its people. 

The result of all this was a letter dated August 24, 
1865, to the Trustees of Washington College stating 
that he wished not to be obliged to teach, re-empha- 
sizing his uncertainty as to his fitness, and raising 
the question of possible problems incident to his 
status under the Government and his desire to bring 
no reproach on the College; but saying that if, after 
considering these matters, the Board still felt that his 
services would be to the advantage of both the College 
and the Country, he was willing to undertake the task. 

The Trustees promptly ratified his acceptance with 
the understanding that he would be relieved of all 
teaching duties. On September 1, less than a month 
after the initial ballot, Judge Brockenbrough an-

CHRISTMAS IN THE EARLIER DAYS | 


By WALTER S. STEELE 


(CHRISTMAS began long before America was dis- 

covered by the White Man, but it soon became a 
tradition as Christians settled our country. Greeting 
cards, Christmas trees, colorful lights and holly 
wreaths were not in use among the earliest settlers. 
It was not until the Dutch settled New York and the 
Germans Pennsylvania that the decorated tree, the 
holly and carol singing began to play their part in 
the new country. 

The first Christmas day in Plymouth is said to have 
been devoted to building a home for the settlers. Even 
fifty years later the general court of Massachusetts is 
said to have enacted a law to the effect that any citi- 
zen “found celebrating any such day as Christmas or 
the like, by forbearing labor, feasting or any other 
way” should be fined five shillings, The law was re- 
pealed about twenty years later but even then any 
merry-making during the Christmas season was 
frowned on in New England. When the Church of 
England established Christmas services in New Eng- 
land the Puritans refused to attend, and it was not 
until the beginning of the nineteenth century that 
Christmas became a day generally celebrated in that 
section of our country. 

The Pilgrim Fathers had some rather peculiar ideas 
concerning the observance of Christmas. The first 
Christmas at Plymouth, 1620, was a busy day, full 
of hard work. Governor Bradford says: “The 25th 
day began to erect the first house to receive them and 
their goods.” 

A passage written by Governor Bradford, on the sec- 
ond Christmas passed in Plymouth, in 1621, may not 
be amiss. The Governor wrote: 

“IT shall remember one passage more, rather one of 
mirth than of waight. One day, called Christmasday, 
the governor called them out to worke (as was used), 
but the most of this new-company excused themselves 
and said it went against their consciences to work on 
that day, so the Governor told them that if they made 
it a matter of conscience, he would spare them until 
they were better informed. So he led away the rest 
and left them; but when they came home at noon 
from their worke, he found them in the streete at play, 
openly; some pitching the barr, some at stoole-ball, 
and such like sports. So he went to them and tooke 
away their implements, and toule them that was 
against his conscience that they should play and others 
worke, If they made the keeping of it a matter of 
devotion, let them kepe to their houses, but there 
should be no gaming or revelling in the streets, Since 
which time nothing hath been attempted that way, at 
least openly.” 

Captain John Smith, that sunny-spirited and ad- 
venturous bachelor, who made Pocahontas famous, 
and who put the beautiful colony of Virginia on the 
map of the world, enjoyed Christmas dinner at James- 
town far better than any he had partaken of in the 
Old World. Here is what he says of one of his holi- 
day feasts: 

“The extreme winde, rayne, frost and snow caused 
us to keepe Christmas among the savages where we

were never more merry, nor fed on more plenty of good 
Oysters, Fish, Flesh, Wilde Fowl and good bread, nor 
never had better fires in England.” It was on a Christ- 
mas day, by the way, that Captain John Smith was 
saved from the war club by Pocahontas.” 

When the new republic got under way and became 
a going concern Christmas soon developed into a na- 
tional holiday. The best of Christmas customs from 
the Old World were retained, until today we have 
Christmas celebrated from Canada to Mexico and 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, with only a few varia- 
tions in the method of celebration. 

New York was settled by the Hollanders and the 


Swedish-Americans Introduced Their Favorite Punch (Glog) 
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stolid Dutch were not at all stolid when it came to 
celebrating Christmas. In fact, they regarded it as 
the biggest day of the year. All sort of sports were 
enjoyed by the old and the young. It is said on more 
than one occasion the fun got so robust that stern 
old Governor Peter Stuyvesant had to intervene. The 
importance of the holiday in New Amsterdam is em- 
phasized by the fact that on December 16, 1654, the 
town council declared that there would be no more 
meetings of the board until three weeks after Christ- 
mas, This gives some idea of the importance with 
which the Christmas season was regarded around 
New York, then, of course, known as New Amsterdam. 

Numerous Germans settled in Pennsylvania and 
brought with them the ornate Christmas tree, and the 
holiday decorations which were so common and popu- 
lar in the fatherland, And they did their share of 
feasting and drinking. In Maryland and Virginia, 
Christmas was celebrated much as it had been in 
pre-Puritan England before the “lid” was put on. 
Down in Louisiana the celebration of Christmas close- 
ly followed that of the motherland “France” and was 
of a religious nature. 

During the Revolutionary War, the Christmas sea- 
son which must have been the sternest was that in 
which the patriotic heroes with George Washington 
were starving and freezing at Valley Forge. But 
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Christmas is associated too with the brilliant victory 
of Washington and his men over the Hessian troops 
at Trenton. Speaking to General Cadwallader of the 
coming battle, the American commander-in-chief said: 

“Christmas day at night, one hour before day, is the 
time fixed for our attempt on Trenton. For Heaven’s 
sake keep this to yourself, as the discovery of it may 
prove fatal to us.” 

Being a Virginia gentleman, George Washington 
celebrated Christmas in the cavalier manner. There 
was much good cheer at Mount Vernon but it was 
dignified and there was no revelry. 

This note appeared in Washington’s diary, a few 
days before Christmas 1785: “Brought some carts and 
cutters from my plantations to assist in laying in a 
stock of firewood for Christmas.” 

Two years later the following words appeared in 
Washington’s diary: 

“A hand from each plantation sent to the mansion 
house to cut wood for Christmas, the carts from 
Ferry, French’s and Dogue Run, accompanying them 
in order to draw it.” 

In those days the cooking was done in great fire- 
places, and the food was hearty and well prepared. 
Turkeys, wild and tame, ducks, geese, hams, quail, 
puddings and all sorts of pastries were on the bill of 
fare. 

But the religious phase of Christmas was not ne- 
glected at Mount Vernon, or elsewhere so far as our 
First President was concerned, Church attendance 
was always scrupulously observed. When Washing- 
ton was chief executive, and living in New York, he 
wrote in his diary on Christmas day: “Went to St. 
Paul’s chapel in the forenoon. The visitors to Mrs. 
Washington’s this afternoon, were not numerous but 
respectable.”

and dedication of the members to the movement and its 
propaganda power and cunning in influencing others 
at a given time to join in fostering its issues and ef- 
forts, the title of the Fund’s new book indicates that 
its own staff, composed of individuals without sub- 
poena power, without access to secret reports of agents 
which have been planted into the Red movement by 
our Government, are a lot wiser than our Government. 

This tax exempt foundation is publishing a series 
of books under the heading of “Communism in Amer- 
ican Life,” of which “The Decline of American Com- 
munism” is the third. Although stressing the “de- 
cline” of the American Red Party, and giving his rea- 
sons therefor, Shannon admits that the party “was and 
is the willing instrument of the Soviet Union.” 

While there are those who continue to minimize the 
Red threat in our country and, like the Fund For the 
Republic, rush to the rescue of anyone troubled by 
Congressional inquiry into alleged Red activities, there 
is an accumulation of facts that indicate that the party 
will soon come forth stronger and bolder than ever 
before. Recent visits by Dictator Khrushchev and 
some of his leading henchmen appear to have paved 
the way for the Communists by a softening of the feel- 
ing toward Russian Communism and thusly American 
Communists. 

In spite of whatever the “Fund For the Republic” 
might report about the “decline” of the Red Party in 
this country, J. Edgar Hoover recently told Congress 
that the American Communist Party, “poses a for- 
midable domestic threat to our democracy” and that 
there is “every indication that its vicious behind-the- 
scenes tactical efforts to infiltrate all segments of 
American society will continue with unrelenting vigor 
in the future.” 

This will be all the more emphasized within the next 
few days, when the bosses of the American Communist 
Party and their stooges from throughout the nation 
gather in New York to map plans and strategy for 
the coming months. 

Odds are that Gus Hall, who received special train- 
ing at the Lenin institute in Moscow, will emerge 
from the Communist meeting as the new head of the 
party. Hall is a rough and tumble sort of a Commu- 
nist who spent six years in jail for conspiracy to ad- 
vocate the violent overthrow of our Government and 
who led out in the violent aspects of the CIO's sitdown 
strikes in the ’30’s, To get the championship belt, Hall 
will have to unseat Eugene Dennis who has steered

the party through its recent troubled era which has 
seen party leaders sent to jail, party lines changed 
by Khrushchev’s sudden attack on Stalinism, and a 
hot fight with the Federal Government which demands 
the party register with the Department of Justice as 
an agent of a foreign power. 

Khrushchevy’s visit to this country unquestionably 
bolstered the spirit of the American Reds. The party 
leaders feel the visit has had a “softening” effect in 
many communities where there was a militant feeling 
against native Communists. The Worker, the official 
party mouthpiece in this country, recently published a 
statement by the party’s National Executive Commit- 
tee which said, in part, that: “In a number of places 
we already witness significant new signs of breaking 
our isolation, and becoming involved as a significant 
factor in the mass movement. And the present ob- 
jective conditions offer real possibilities for expand- 
ing this trend.” 

Referring to the benefits reaped by the American 
Reds from the Khrushchey visit, the National Com- 
mittee said that Americans are “coming more and 
more to realize that the Socialist achievements offer 
no threat to them. Hence the lucid descriptions of 
the Soviet Society presented by Khrushchev fell on 
interested ears. To these responsibilities our party 
has already begun to respond.” 

Furthermore, in spite of the implication of the 
title of the book by the “Fund For the Republic,” 
that American Communism is on “the decline,” one gets 
a strikingly opposite picture from Moscow, It comes 
in the form of a new report which says that the U. 8. 
Communist Party “has made up its membership losses 
and has resumed mass activity.” 

The news report says that Herbert Aptheker, an 
official of the U. 8S. Communist Party, has reported to 
party chiefs in the Kremlin that the American party 
is now again carrying on its fight inside trade unions, 
is injecting itself in Negro racial affairs including the 
matter of school segregation and is participating in 
agitating and organizing unemployment demonstra- 
tions. 

Aptheker’s report, which can be found in “Party 
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Life,” the mouthpiece of the National Committee of 
the Soviet Party, should be included on the list of the 
“Fund For the Republic” in order that it may weigh 
and re-evaluate the “decline” of the Communist Party.” 

The Nationa Repustic wishes there were more sub- 
stance to the “Fund For the Republic” claims, but as 
Congressman Wint Smith points out in this edition 
of NATIONAL Repus.ic, page three, the gravest danger 
in this country presently, is the new complacency that 
has swept our country since the visit of the shrewd 
Red Communist head, Nikita Khrushchev. It would 
appear that the “Fund For the Republic” book, if the 
title of its reports is representative of the contents, is 
aiding in spreading this complacency and thereby the 
danger. 


Congress Investigates Puerto 
Rican Red Menace 


Having fomented a revolution in Cuba and stirred 
up dissention in Panama, it now has been found that 
the Communist conspirators have also been concen- 
trating their activities in Puerto Rico, 

The House Committee on Un-American Activities 
has just concluded a series of investigations and hear- 
ings in New York City where there is a heavy con- 
centration of Puerto Ricans and in Puerto Rico itself. 
Although balky witnesses obstructed the hearings, am- 
ple evidence was obtained for the record to show that 
the Reds have been fostering an uprising in the Amer- 
ican Comomnwealth, One of the balky witnesses, Jose 
Santiago, who was identified as one of the Puerto 
Rican “Liberation” leaders in New York City, admit- 
ted that “The Communist Party of Puerto Rico is a 
part of the Liberation movement there.” 

This was called among “the most significant state- 
ments made at these hearings,” said Rep. Gordon H. 
Scherer (R.-Ohio), a member of the House Committee. 
Rep. Scherer added, “It is obvious that this man, as a 
Communist, is a leader in the nationalist movement. 
This man is not basically a Puerto Rican or an Amer- 
ican, but basically a Communist.” 

A New York City woman detective, Mildred Blau- 
velt, testified before the Committee of her experience 
as an undercover agent for the New York City police 
force in a Communist club called “La Passionaria” in 
the Brooklyn area. Detective Blauvelt identified Jesus 
Colon as head of the club. Colon has been a colum-

nist for five years for The Worker, the Communist 
organ. 

William L. Patterson, general manager of The Work- 
er, was called as a witness and continually bantered 
the Committee, accusing it of violating its mandate. 
Patterson was eventually evicted from the hearing 
room, Richard Levins, a graduate student at Co- 
lumbia University, refused to answer questions about 
Communism in Puerto Rico although he was identi- 
fied by the Committee counsel as “an active participant 
in the Communist conspiratorial organization both in 
New York and Puerto Rico.” 

In questioning Jose Santiago, the counsel for the 
House Committee said, “I put it to you as a fact that 
in February, 1959, you and others in New York City 
assembled in what you thought was a secret session, 
at which time you received directives from the Com- 
munist conspirators in San Juan, Puerto Rico, which 
directives included development of militant groups 
for the purpose of employment of force and violence 
in Puerto Rico.” The Committee counsel also read a 
report of another secret meeting on May 4 of this 
year at which time Jose Santiago allegedly reported 
that the Puerto Rican Liberation movement had about 
2000 members in New York. The report said he also 
called for a united front of Negro and white workers, 
pointing out that “unity of the Puerto Rican workers 
was developing and would lead to the same sort of 
success that had been gained in the Cuban Revolution.” 

Santiago reportedly told the meeting that two de- 
velopments held out cause for hope — one, the help of 
the Soviet Union for “colonial” peoples, and two, the 
Cuban Revolution. 

Jorge W. Maysonet-Hernandez resorted to the 5th 
Amendment as the only reply to most questions, but 
declared that Puerto Ricans had a right to “fight for 
liberty.” Armando Roman refused to tell the Com- 
mittee whether he had been executive secretary of the 
Puerto Rican organization of the Communist Party in 
New York City. He did admit promoting a rally in 
New York City just prior to the beginning of the Con- 
gressional Committee investigation, but refused to 
identify the sponsor of the rally. Other witnesses in- 
cluded Felix Ojeda-Ruiz who was among the Commu- 
nist leaders arrested in San Juan in 1954, William 
Norman, Russian-born and N, Y. state secretary of the 
Communist Party, Stanley L. Weiss, Rayond Acevedo, 
Michael Crenovich, who refused to say whether he 
gave the course on Latin America in the Communist’s 
Faculty of Social Sciences School in N. Y. C., and 
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Angel Torres who refused to say whether he had been 
editor of a Communist publication called “Vanguard.” 

When the Committee arrived in Puerto Rico, it was 
again confronted by uncooperative witnesses. Some 
200 pickets demonstrated outside the Federal Building 
in San Juan where the hearings were held. 


School, Radical Center, May Close 


The fate of the controversial inter-racial Highlander 
Folk School near Altamont, Tenn., may be decided 
within the next six weeks as the result of a jury find- 
ing that the institution has been operated for “the per- 
sonal gain and enrichment of its president and found- 
er, Myles Horton.” 

The Tennessee Legislature recommended action 
against the school which has been investigated by a 
Congressional Committee. Originally efforts were 
made to close the school as a public nuisance, and 
more recently the State of Tennessee sought to include 
in its complaint the charge that the school be relieved 
of its charter because it had violated a 58-year-old 
statute forbidding white persons and Negroes attend- 
ing the same classes. 

The court however, narrowed the issue down to 
whether the charter should be revoked because the 
school no longer operated as a non-profit organization 
for which it was chartered, A jury deliberated only 
fifty minutes in deciding the school was no longer a 
nen-profit institution. The judge gave the state and 
tie school forty days in which to file briefs. 

In spite of the removal of the “nuisance” issue, it 
was brought out at an earlier hearing that there had 
been unusual “goings on” on the school property. 

Mrs. Robert J. Thomas testified that she had seen 
many drunks, including ‘men, women, boys and girls, 
all sexes and colors” on the school property. She 
told of walking across the school campus with her 
sons on one occasion and surprising a young white 
girl and a Negro youth in a compromising position in 
a wooded area on the school grounds. When she com- 
plained to Myles Horton, president-founder of High- 
lander School, he barred her from ever coming back 
on the property because she “couldn’t keep her mouth 
shut.” Mrs. Thomas further testified that she had 
seen Negroes and whites nude inside the cabins on 
the school grounds, and that “sometimes they were in 
bed and sometimes they were standing up.” 

Another resident of the area, Mrs. William Lane, 
testified that men and women from the school tres- 
passed on her property “dressed in as little as they 
could get by with.” She also testified that people at 
the school attempted to entice young girls from the 
community to attend functions at the school. She 
said, “They like to have aggravated me to death to 
let my daughter go to summer camp over there. When 
my husband got through with them they did not ever 
come back.” 

Ike Church, a one-time employee at the school, tes- 
tified that he bought beer on the school property from 
Horton’s 12-year-old nephew, but the judge refused to 
permit him to testify as to whether he had seen Ne- 
groes and whites swimming in the nude in the school’s 
lake. 

Highlander, which has been the scene of many so- 
called “workshops” and other gatherings of radical 
groups, was not without its defenders at the hearing. 
One of these was Mrs. Hugh Morgan who described 
herself as interested in such community affairs as 
YWCA, community services, and family and children’s 
service in the area, said that she had attended a work-

Perhaps it was celebrated by those who glossed over 
the massacres with the remark “You can’t make an 
omelet without breaking eggs.” But what of the 
ghosts of the slaughtered innocents? Women and 
children were so easy to kill? 


“The October Revolution, the most majestic in scale 
and the most profound in its tasks and aims, realized the 
age-old aspirations of working people and heralded the 
end of exploitation of man by man and the end of every 
social and national oppression . . . 

What have the ghosts of those who died in the slave 
labor camps to say to that?

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shop at Highlander last year and had never witnessed 
any “drinking or promiscuous sexual activity.” An 
other witness was Miss Alice Cobb of Nashville and 
presently on leave from Searritt College where she 
teaches community affairs, She said she was on the 
board at Highlander and denied ever seeing any of 
the drinking and sex parties alleged by witnesses. 

Three white men arrested in a raid at the school 
are Eugene Barksdale, 22, and Guy Hughes Carawan, 
Jr., 32, both of Los Angeles, and Perry Mackay 
Sturges, 34, of Shelter Island, New York, They 
have been bound over to the grand jury on charg- 
es of drunkenness, resisting arrest and interfering 
with the duty of officers, Carawan describes himself 
as an entertainer and a teacher at Highlander, He 
attended the 6th Communist World Youth Festival in 
Moscow in 1957 as an official of the American delega- 
tion and defied the State Department by illegally vis 
iting Communist China while on that trip. 

Activities at the Highlander school have repeatedly 
been referred to in these columns and the school has 
been the subject of numerous investigations, Report-

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THE COMMUNIST MENACE ABROAD

8 bein Communist top brass, during October and November, 
staged two of their annual spectacular propaganda 
shows —-the Barnum affair marking the 10th anniversary 
of the Red Chinese government (proclaimed September 21, 
1949) and the celebration marking the 42nd anniversary 
of the Red revolution in Russia (government formed in 
December, 1922). The dates of the celebrations are signifi- 
cant in that they have annually been timed to make it pos- 
sible for Communist Party leaders throughout the world to 
attend the celebrations in Peiping and Moscow on one trip. 

The further closeness of the two Red governments is in- 
dicated by the fact that the Moscow and Peiping Red dicta- 
tors entered into a thirty-year “alliance” and mutual assist- 
ance pact on February 15, 1950. This action repudiated the 
treaty between Russia and Nationalist China of 1945, au- 
thorized by the Yalta Conference of the Allied nations, 
which included Russia, Nationalist China, England and the 
United States. The Korean War, following the alliance of 
Russia and Red China, began only four months later, June 
25, 1950. Russia and Red China had aided the Northern 
Koreans to prepare for the war, thereby breaking both the 
Allied Yalta and Potsdam agreements. 

Communist Party leaders from all over the world were 
present at the recent Moscow and Peiping anniversary cele- 
brations, top Red Chinese officials attending the Moscow 
affair. It is said that everyone likes a parade. This is es- 
pecially true in Red countries. It affords a day off from the 
daily grind, with marching, glittering floats, play, the blare 
of many bands and an abundance of food, otherwise made 
searce. The Red brass plan diligently from year to year 
in each of the Red strongholds for this one big gala affair 
which outshadows all other events of the year, Barnum 
of American circus fame would be a piker today in com- 
parative ability in planning the glitter and glamour of pa- 
There is no 
equal in any country to these turnouts; in parades, Moscow 
and Peiping do outclass the world. 

This year while the military might of the two countries 
was as usual prevalent, much emphasis was placed on sci- 
ence and peace, to conform with Red propaganda, Creep- 
ing into the affairs were the usual hatred and suspicion 
aroused against the non-Communist world. No celebration 
could be held by the Reds without planting suspicion against 
opposing systems of government, their policies, domestic and 
foreign. 


F COMMUNIST leaders are in earnest in their desire for 

peaceful co-existence, one would expect them to con- 
vince us of their good faith by an open exhibition of sin- 
cerity through action, such as openly disbanding their 
Communist forces within non-Communist countries; aban- 
doning their conspiracies against non-Communist countries; 
by non-interference in the affairs of other countries, and by 
withdrawing military and other assistance to countries for 
the building up of wars between countries, and of one group 
against another in internal wars. One would also expect 
Russia to withhold support from China’s aggressive moves. 

In recent weeks, since Khrushchev’s “co-existence” trip 
to the United States which was publicized world wide by 
both Russia and Red China as a Communist triumph over 
the “imperialist U.S.A.,”" Khrushchev has accused the 
“West” (meaning the U.S.A.) of “interference with the in- 
ternal affairs’ of Red China in reasserting our position in 
line with the Yalta agreements with regard to defense for 
Formosa, Red China says it intends to invade Formosa to 
bring an end to the division of the Chinese people, Russia 
is at the same time demanding a “solution” to the split-up 
of Germany, of course to the advantage of Red (East) Ger- 
many, North Korea is plotting to force a reunification of 
Korea if, of course, the Reds can control the united country. 

Khrushchev says: ‘““We (Russia) support the Red Chi- 


nese policy on Formosa. He also scores 
the opposition of the U.S.A. to Red Chi- 
nese membership in the U.N. Russia 
recently attacked the U.N. for sending 
a mission to study the explosive situa- 
tion in Laos which is involved in inter- 
nal warfare. Laos Reds are supported 
by Red Vietnam and Red China. The 
Soviets condemn the West for urging 
a debate on the Hungarian massacre, 
claiming that such action ‘undermines 
the spirit of cooperation established at 
Camp David.’’ Red China scores the U.N. for its vote on 
Tibet, calling the resolution ‘‘illegal and slanderous,” adding 
that by the action of the U.S. in favoring the U.N, debate, 
the United States is “criminal pre-ganging a majority of the 
U.N. members into interfering crudely in China’s internal 
affairs.”’ 

Russia also charges that the United States and Great 
Britain “are carrying on the cold war’ when they back 
Turkey against Poland for membership on the powerful 
U.N. Security Council. In the meantime, Russia demands 
Communist “parity” with non-Communist governments on 
the U.N, outer space group. She denounces the U.N. 
charges that Korean Reds are training spies for activities 
in South Korea. She criticizes U.N. action in connection 
with Laos and tolerates or gives silent approval to China’s 
invasion of Tibet and India.

ANY believe that all this means that Russia insists on 
4 the West’s acceptance of the Red trend throughout 
the world; of Russia’s present control over the captured 
Iron and Bamboo Curtain countries;, and of Moscow’s and 
Peiping’s determination to increase their national produc- 
tion in order to give Soviet Russia and Red China a more 
powerful economic base to insure them a stronger military 
position in world affairs. 


There is little doubt that Red China’s chief field of 
activity is presently centered in the Near East, accom- 
panied by the move to consolidate her hold over her own 
people and over Tibet and Indian territories thus far 
taken. The Soviet’s aim in co-existence conferences is to 
gain time to consolidate the hold over the eastern part of 
Europe, while stepping up her action in the Near East, in 
Africa and Latin America. 


Six hundred Reds have been seized in Egypt in a crack- 
down on Communist conspirators. New and greatly ex- 
panded propaganda campaigns have been launched by Rus- 
sia in Africa, Red activities have been increased in India 
and Egypt, in Iraq, Jordan and Burma, Russia has stirred 
Greece by issuing a postage stamp in honor of Manlis Gles- 
sos, a Greek Communist propagandist. Italian Reds have 
renewed their activities, but the Italian government has 
turned thumbs down on a proposed visit of Khrushchev. 
The Red Party claims 1,700,000 members in Italy, 

Austria in recent elections has reduced Communist mem- 
bership in the Vienna Parliament to six and is considering 
outiawing the party. In Morocco the High Court has re- 
stored the legality of the Communist Party. Spanish dip- 
lomat, Ceron Ayuso, has been sentenced on charges of lead- 
ership in a plan of military rebellion leading to a nation- 


‘ wide strike which was to be led by the outlawed Commu 


nist Party. Reds in Iceland have forced by agitation a 
coalition government of leftist Progressives and the Com- 
munist-led labor Alliance, Anastas Mikoyan, Khrushchev’s 
first assistant, is in Mexico and expects to hold out Red 
trade as a lure in his visit to that and other Latin countries 
prior to returning to Moscow, In the meantime, anti-Amer- 
icanism is being fanned to a heat throughout Latin nations. 
And all this, some say, means “peaceful co-existence.”

Congress Restores Court-Wrecked 
Hiss Act 


There has been a variety of recent developments 
dealing with cases involving security risks. 

It has been revealed that the “squeeze” between the 
three branches of the Federal Government is finally 
off in the case of Dr. William V. Vitarelli, former 
Interior Department employee, as the result of the 
General Accounting Office backing down from its po- 
sition. The General Accounting Office is the financial 
watchdog agency over Federal expenditures for the 
legislative branch (Congress). 

The U. S. Supreme Court had ordered Vitarelli rein- 
stated to his government job and also directed that he 
receive back pay minus any money he earned during 
the time he was out of the Government. The General 
Accounting Ollice said he did not qualify for repay- 
ment under either of the applicable laws. Both the 
Department of Justice and the Interior Department 
agreed Vitarelli was entitled to about $11,000, Finally 
the GAO revised its position and approved payment. 

In a non-government security firing case the U. 8. 
Court of Appeals has ruled that the Sperry Gyroscope 
Co. had improperly fired a machinist on security 
grounds in 1954, The decision of the Appeals Court 
was based on the recent U. S. Supreme Court decision 
which struck down the Defense Department’s Indus- 
trial Security program. The worker involved in this 
case is Novera Herbert Spector, of Merrick, N. Y., 
formerly chief shop steward for the Electrical Work- 
ers Union in Sperry’s plant at Great Neck, N. Y. 
Spector had been accused of association with the So- 
cialist Workers Party, one of the organizations which 
had been on the Attorney General’s subversive organi- 
zations list. He filed suit to recover his job, but the 
Federal district court dismissed his suit in 1957. 

In still another case, this involving the Communist 
issue in Federal employment, a suit was filed by Mrs.

Hazel T. Ellis, who was dismissed from her post in 
the Foreign Commerce branch of the U. 8. Department 
of Commerce in Washington. She claimed the Com- 
merce Department and the Civil Service Commission 
unfairly deprived her of her position. She had made 
statements to her superiors that a co-worker favored 
the spread of Communism in the Middle East. She 
said she felt it her patriotic duty to inform her su- 
periors as to the position of the fellow employee. She 
says in her suit that the officials of the Department 
of Commerce instead of expressing appreciation, ac- 
cused her of making false statements and she charged 
that the Civil Service Commission instead penalized 
her “for reporting true statements.” 

Ralph DeMayo, a retired Internal Revenue Service 
employee, has had his retirement annuity restored in a 
Court of Claims decision which decision automatically 
upset the Hiss Act. The Hiss Act denies Civil Serv- 
ice retirement benefits to Government employees con- 
victed of felonies; those found to be memebrs of sub- 
versive organizations, and those who invoke the Fifth 
Amendment when under investigation. If was de- 
signed to deny benefits to Alger Hiss, White House 
confident during the New Deal who was linked with a 
Red spy ring. DeMayo had refused to testify at a 
grand jury probe of former associates in the revenue 
service and his $188 per month retirement annuity was 
cut off. The Court of Claims ordered it restored to- 
gether with retroactive payments of about $10,000. 

Congress has since approved legislation amending 
the Hiss Act by providing that annuities should be 
severed only in cases of conviction involving the na- 
tional security. 


Supreme Court Acquittal 
Encouraged Witness Obstinacy 


Whether convicted perjurer Clinton E. Jencks, for- 
mer New Mexico labor leader, enhanced his position 
with respect to receiving a fellowship from the Wood- 
row Wilson Foundation following the reversal of his 
conviction by the Supreme Court, remains to be seen. 

Apparently more bold as the result of the action of 
the U. 8. Supreme Court in overturning his contempt 
conviction on a technicality, Jencks was exceptionally 
defiant when he was more recently called before 
members of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities. 

Jencks was convicted in a Federal Court on perjury 
for denying he was a Communist. 
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Rep. Gordon Scherer, a member of the House Com- 
mittee, said Jencks resorted to the Fifth Amendment 
at least two dozen times in his more recent appear- 
ance before the Committee. 

Cleo F. Craig, chairman of the Roard governing the 
Foundation, and former chairman of the Board of 
A. T. and T., said a decision as to the iellowship will 
now be up to the Foundation. Hans Rosenhaup, na- 
tional director of the Foundation with headquarters 
at Princeton, N. J., admits that his group has been 
in touch with the House Committee about Jencks’ 
conduct and says, “when we have a decision we will 
say something.” So far nothing has been said. 


“Independent” Socialists 
Disowned As Reds 


Leftwingers are already planning on their drive 
toward the 1960 political campaign, but their efforts 
to present a united front at a late November confer- 
ence in Cleveland to “study united Socialist action” 
fell somewhat short of its mark. 

The “Call” for the conference went out to all groups 
and individuals with any inclination to follow the 
Socialist line. The sponsor list included John T. Mc- 
Manus (of National Guardian) who ran for Governor 
in New York State on the Independent Socialist Party 
ticket; Vincent Hallinan, of California, who ran for 
president on the Progressive Party ticket a few years 
ago; Elmer Benson, former Farmer-Labor Congress- 
man and Governor of Minnesota; Dr. Holland Roberts, 
former head of the Communist California Labor School, 
who later polled a suprisingly large volume of votes 
in California where he ran as an independent candi- 
date for superintendent of public instruction, and the 
Rey. Joseph P. King, United Socialist candidate for 
office in Chicago. 

The Socialist Party itself promptly rejected the bid 
for the conference. Irwin Small, the Socialist Party’s 
national secretary, said his party “absolutely refused 
to join in any united action with the Communist Par- 
ty, defenders of the brutal Soviet suppression of Hun- 
garian revolution.” 


The Socialist Labor Party also turned its back on 
the invitation. Eric Hass, editor of the party’s offi- 
cial newspaper said, “We don’t recognize any of the 
sponsoring groups as Socialists.”

Fired T.V. Director Back On Air 


The Columbia Broadcasting company has been or- 
dered to give back to Joseph Papp, 37, his job as 
television stage manager from which he was fired last 
June because he invoked the Fifth Amendment when 
called before a Congressional Committee. 

Papp refused to tell the Congressional committee 
whether he had ever been a Communist. At the time 
of his release the network gave as a reason for his 
dismissal the fact that at the time of his employment, 
Papp concealed the fact that he had once been affiliated 
with the Reds’ California Labor School. 

The case went to arbitration before Prof. Emanuel 
Stein, chairman of the Economics Department of New 
York University. In his decision he claimed “this is 
not a Fifth Amendment case,” citing CBS’ excuse for 
firing Papp as his concealment of front association in 
his job application. He said the network knew of 
Papp’s Red affiliations prior to his call before the 
Congressional committee, but did nothing about it 
until after he had balked at the committee inquiry. 

Papp is presently stage manager for the Broadway 
play, “Comes A Day,” and has indicated his intention 
of returning to CBS after the first of the year. 


Court To Hear Lawyers Plea 
Against Bar 


Disbarment of a woman lawyer because she made a 
speech against the Smith (Sedition) Act is to be re- 
viewed by the U. S. Supreme Court. The license of 
Mrs. Harriet Bouslog Sawyer to practice law was 
taken away from her for one year by the Federal ter- 
ritorial court in Hawaii, after she had been accused 
of misconduct by the Bar Association of Hawaii. Mrs. 
Sawyer argues that the suspension violates her Con- 
stitutional rights to free speech and due process of 
law. 

Seven alleged Communists were convicted in Hawaii 
of conspiracy to advocate the violent overthrow of our 
Government by their activities in Hawaii, and during 
their trial Mrs. Sawyer made a speech before the In- 
ternational Longshoremen’s Union during which she 
declared “there is no fair trial in this case.” She 
also said, “They just make the rules as they go along.” 

Her suspension also grew out of her activities fol- 
lowing the trial when she allegedly visited a mentally- 
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disturbed juror and obtained an affidavit from him 
that the jurors were biased and purposely paid no 
heed to the defense pleas. The conviction of the 
seven persons was finally reversed. 


The Battle Over Loyalty 


A group of New York City school teachers suspend- 
ed from their jobs in 1955 for refusing to name other 
teachers they knew have been Communists, continue to 
fight for reinstatement. Four of the five suspended 
teachers have gone into Brooklyn’s Supreme Court, 
charging that the Board of Education is illegally re- 
fusing to reinstate the group. Seeking dismissal of 
all the charges against them, the teachers claim they 
have been deprived of a hearing. All have previously 
admitted past membership in the Communist Party; 
they are Harry Adler, Julius Nash, Irving Maurer and 
Miss Minerva T. Feinstein. The fifth member of the 
group, Samuel 8. Cohen, is expected to join his asso- 
ciates in their petition, 

Nash and Maurer are accused of having made false 
statements and they along with the others are also 
accused of having refused to reveal the identities of 
other teachers associated with them as members of 
the Communist Party. 

Although the New York State Commissioner of Ed- 
ucation, James E. Allen, Jr., has ruled that the city 
had no power to suspend the teachers for refusing to 
name associates known to them to have been Commu- 
nists, the Board of Education holds to a contrary 
position. 

The loyalty oath requirement for employees of the 
State of Washington is to be aired before the U. S. 
Supreme Court. The state law in question requires 
that employees in the State of Washington swear that 
they are not members of the Communist Party or 
“other subversive organizations” and the law further 
provides that failure to answer the question is the 
cause for automatic dismissal or denial of employment 
without a hearing. 

The law has been challenged by Professor Howard L. 
Nostrand and Professor Max Sevelle, both of the 
University of Washington. In their challenge they

refer to previous decisions by the U, 8S. Supreme Court 
to the effect that a law must distinguish between inno- 
cent and knowing membership in the Communist 
Party, and also that a hearing must be provided. 

A loyalty oath law in the State of Oklahoma was 
knocked out by the Supreme Court in 1952, because 
the law made no distinction between persons who 
joined an organization without knowing its purpose, 
and those who were well aware of the purpose. In 
another decision in 1956 the High Court told the State 
of New York it could not discharge a teacher without 
a hearing who refused to answer a Congressional Com- 
mittee about his Communist connections. 

Former Vassar College psychologist Lloyd Baren- 
blatt apparently used the wrong psychology when he 
refused to tell the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities in 1954, whether or not he was a member of 
the Communist Party. Last June the U. 8. Supreme 
Court upheld the contempt conviction and in that 
decision Congressional Committees were given a new 
lease on life in connection with their powers to in- 
quire into Communist activities in fields such as edu- 
cation. In addition to the six months’ prison term, 
Barenblatt must pay a fine of $250. 

Shall American taxpayers foot the bill to educate 
persons who are dedicated to the violent overthrow of 
our Government? Actually this is about what the 
tempest in the teapot over the loyalty oath in the 
Federal Student Loan Program boils down to, 

Harvard, Yale and Oberlin of Ohio, along with sev- 
eral smaller colleges, have announced that they are 
withdrawing from the Federal Student Loan Program 
as a protest over the loyalty affidavit which is re- 
quired of a student before he can obtain the loan un- 
der the National Defense Education Act. 

It is difficult to see why any student, asking the 
American taxpayer to help him finance his education, 
should object to signing a statement certifying that 
he is not a member of an organization that advocates 
the overthrow of the United States Government by 
force and violence. Over 1300 schools in the United 
States have accepted the program and are making 
student loans available. 

A. Whitney Griswold, president of Yale, called the 
oath a “negative affidavit,” and Nathan M. Pusey, 
president of Harvard, called it “The affidavit of dis- 
belief.” 
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College representatives who are balking at partici- 
pation in the fund argue that the affidavit requirement 
is an “affront” to the students. Apparently these edu- 
‘ators have been too busy devoting their time to “aca- 
demic freedom” to familiarize themselves with some 
of the recent happenings with respect to the Commu- 
nist conspirators, They should know by now that the 
Department of Justice has great difficulty, because of 
the various technicalities raised, in convicting a Com- 
munist of advocating the violent overthrow of the 
United States. They should be aware, however, of the 


fact that it was an affidavit that trapped Alger Hiss 
and sent him to prison on a perjury charge.

This was more than mere “line of duty” action for 
Khrushchev. After a major purge trial, he proved 
this as he championed Stalin in these eloquent words: 

“By lifting their hand against Comrade Stalin they 
lifted it against the best humanity possesses. For 
Stalin is our hope. He is the beacon which guides all 
progressive mankind, Stalin is our banner! Stalin is 
our will! Stalin is our victory!’ 

That, as might be expected, pleased Comrade Stalin. 
And so Khrushchev’s next step was to the Politburo. 
Now he was in Moscow as one of the men closest to, 
and most trusted by, Comrade Stalin, 

But, upon Stalin’s death, a thing not strange in 
Russian politics happened. A struggle for personal 
power started among the small group in high posi- 
tions. In this group were Khrushchev, Malenkov, 
Molotov, Kaganovich and Beria, head of the dreaded 
secret police. Because the potential aspirants to 
Stalin’s power feared Beria and his secret files, they 
liquidated him by assassination a few months after 
Stalin’s death. 

“With Beria eliminated,” Lyons says, “Khrushchey 
assumed the post of first secretary (of the Communist 
Party) which had been held by Stalin. In 1957 at 
one fell swoop he succeeded in expelling Malenkov, 
Molotov, Kaganovich, and others from positions of 
influence. To do this he needed — and got — the help 
of Marshal Georgi Zhukov, the head of the armed 
forces. A year later he rid himself of Zhukov as well.” 

“This,” 
picture.” 

Indeed it is not! But to complete it, you need 
Khrushchevy’s statement made in his Warsaw speech 
during April, 1955. There he declared: 

“We realize that we cannot coexist externally, for 
a long time, One of us (Communists or non-Commu- 
nists) must go to his grave. We do not want to go to 
the grave. They do not want to go to their graves, 
either. So what can be done? We must push them 
to their grave.” 

What is happening under the Khrushchev regime? 

“Only the blind,” says Lyons, “can fail to see how 
fast Asia and Africa are being subverted, where they 
cannot be taken by frontal assault. Only the deluded 
‘an fail to see the contagion spreading in Latin Amer- 
ica, in the Near East, in Indonesia, and nearly every- 
where else.” 

This is Khrushchev’s planning. This is the man 
who, in 1955, declared in resounding terms, “We must 
push them to their grave!” He has not changed one 
iota. 

“But,” you say, “surely we are in no real danger 
from the Communists? I hear it from many men — 
public figures in positions to know the facts.” 


you may say with a shrug, “is not a pretty 
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This is the attitude of millions of otherwise well- 
informed Americans. They would do well to give 
attention to the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities. 

“Although,” reads that committee’s latest annual 
report, “the Communist Party as a formal, visible 
entity does not now loom large on the American scene, 
it is the studied judgment of this committee that the 
Communist apparatus in the United States is more 
treacherous and, in some respects, a greater danger 
than ever before.” 

It is a fact that only a quarter of a century ago 
there were but 170,000,000 people under the iron heel 
of Communism. Today there are more than a billion! 
In any man’s language that constitutes a major 
menace. 

Despite these facts — all of which are well known — 
we go merrily on our way. “All is well,’ we say. “Re- 
lax. Khrushchev has no horns.” 

That is close to treason, 

Khrushchev has a thousand times more horns than 
a legion of devils. Each of these potent weapons, 
ever-ready and dagger-sharp, is charged and super- 
charged with certain death —the death of your free- 
dom! 

However, notwithstanding our imminent danger, 
we may yet avoid the fate of Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
Hungary, Latvia, Lithuania, Estonia, Bulgaria, Ru- 
mania and so on down the line. But to do so we 
must awaken to the facts. We must shake off our 
National Complacency. Every true American must 
take up arms in the cause of freedom and do so to- 
day. Tomorrow may be too late.

nounced the agreement between the anxious Board 
and the cautious Candidate, commending the General 
for his choice and the College for its good fortune. 

Two weeks later, having sent his luggage by boat, 
General Lee mounted Traveler and began the hundred 
and eight mile journey over the mountains to Lex- 
ington. Wearing a gray military uniform from which 
all buttons and insignia had been removed, he en- 
tered the town quietly, presumably to avoid any dem- 
onstration of public welcome, and went to a public 
inn. He was recognized by a Professor, however, and 
taken to the home of Colonel 8S. McD. Reid. 

The next day he looked over the College, which he 
had never seen before. At a meeting on the 20th, he 
was briefly presented to the Trustees. At that meeting 
arrangements were made for an immediate payment 
on his salary, for the beginning of an endowment to 
provide for it permanently, and for the inauguration. 
The Trustees had intended that ceremony to be a 
brilliant occasion, but acceded to General Lee’s wish 
that it be kept as simple as possible lest it stimulate 
sectional feeling and prejudice his position with the 
Federal Government. 

At nine o’clock on the morning of October 2 the 
students, faculty, and a number of friends, met in one 
of the larger classrooms. Solemnly the Trustees en- 
tered the room with General Lee, A local minister 
offered prayer. Judge Brockenbrough briefly con- 
gratulated the College on obtaining General Lee’s 
services as President, praised the General personally, 
and then called on a local Justice to administer the 
oath of office. 


General Lee quietly stepped forward, took the oath, 
and signed a copy of it for the public records, Judge 
Brockenbrough handed him the keys, and after a 
brief period of felicitations conducted him to his office 
which the women of the college constituency had made 
pleasant and usable. 

Seven years remained to President Lee in which to 
make his contribution to the New South as a part of 
the Old Nation, not only by serving its young manhood 
but also by starting one of the Country’s broken col- 
leges on its way to still greater usefulness and to the 
time when as Washington and Lee University it would 
become his finest memorial. Then President Lee died, 
as he had lived ever since Appomattox, a paroled 
prisoner of war.
